The words of the 
Burgomaster {Lionel 
Belmore) in 1933’s THE 
VAMPIRE BAT turned 
out to be an overstatement, 
even though mad scientist 
Lionel Atwill’s man-made 
sponge-blob was a 
scientific vampire of sorts, 

In the long run, however. 

Belmorc's words were an 
understatement when you 
stop to think of all the 
vampires that have been at 
large on the screen over 
the years. 

Vampire lore has roots 
that go back possibly 
before recorded history. 

Eastern Europe is widely 
considered the cradle of 
vampire hysteria which 

resulted in everything from accusations to staked corpses. But 
from Europe to China., .from India to tlte 
Philippines,.. from ,\frica to the 
Americas, ..practically every comer of the 
World has its ancient and modem vampire 
legends. And in Victorian-era literature, 
from John Polidori’s 1819 ’The Vampire” 
through the serialized penny dreadful 
pamphlet exploits of “Varney the Vampire” 
to the most famous of all , Bram Stoker's 
1897 novel “Dracula." vampires would leave 
their marks. To protect his property from 
piracy. Stoker himself presented a stage 
reading with an unknown performer in 1897. 

Also unknown to anyone at the time, the 
stage was being set for vampires to invade 
the new medium of motion pictures where 
countless undead incarnations would haunt 
our screens to this day. 

All known prints of Gennan director F.W, 

Mumau’s Dracula NOSFER.\TlJ (1922) 
were ordered destroyed after a copyright 
case brought by Bram Stoker’s widow, but 
happily the film survived. Meanwhile, the 






rights to a stage version of “Dracula” were granted to Hamilton 
Deane, and by 1 924 the Count began 
wowing Britain. In 1927 Horace Liveright 
secured the American rights, and it was on 
to New York, where a relatively unknown 
Hungarian actor named Bela Lugosi made 
the role his own. 

By the eai'ly 1930s, only NOSFERATU 
and two official lilm versions of 
DRACULA (Universal, 1931), one starring 
Bela Lugosi, and the other in Spanish 
starring Carlos Villarias, depicted vampires 
on film and began establishing the niles. 
You could throw in the Lon Chaney silent 
LONDON AFTER MIDNIGHT (MGM, 

1 927) if you want, though the vampires in 
that film, and its remake MARK OF THE 
VAMPIRE (MGM, 1935) turned out to be 
bogus. 

While Dracula could transform himself 
into, among other things, a bat, real vampire 
bats were only native to Latin America. It 
was inevitable, though, that something that 
good would have to find its way into 
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vampire lore, as would other creatures of the night. The Count 
was a native of Transylvania, the book was written by an 
Englishman, and the films were directed by men from Europe 
and America, and so, early on the cinematic cult of the undcad 
was.alrcady an international affair. 

Danish director Carl Theodore Dreyer chimed in with the first 
film to incorporate elements of Irishman Sheridan Le Fenu’s 

T H6ATRE QNEMAIOGRAPHE Iclniiilh vampv'R 

(1932), shot on locations in 
France, is short on dialog, 
but big on atmosphere and 
imagery. 

Back in the U.S.A., 
director Frank R. Strayer 
gave us an interesting, 
though rather lalky, 
Poverty Row curio called 
CONDEMNED TO LIVE 
(Invincible, 1935). In an 
African cave, a pregnant 
woman is bitten by a 
vampire bat. Her son is 
thus cursed at birth, and 
years later Professor Paul 
Kristan (Ralph Morgan) 
seems above suspicion

when a wave ot blood 
drained murders terrorize a small European village. 

With the success of DRACLLA (1931), which effectively 
ushered in the first golden age of horror films, Universal 
eventually got around to doing the follow-up DR.\CL1LA’S 
DAUGHTER (1936), which effectively ushered out the golden 
age. The title character (played by Gloria Holden) had 
migrated to London, just like 
dear old dad did, although by 
this time Bela Lugosi was 
represented by an impaled 
dummy likeness. After a 
brief hiatus, horror movies 
were back by the late 1930s, 
and the Draculas were soon 
among the upwardly mobile 
monsters on the move again, 
with Lon Chancy Jr. making 
his way to the Southern

production DEAD .MEN 
WALK (1943), while 
Dracula, now played by 
John Carradine. was 


flapping around central Europe 
again in Universal's HOUSE OF 
FRANKENSTEIN (1944) and HOUSE OF DRACULA 
(1945), Meanwhile, continental vampire Armand Tesla (Bela 
Lugosi, or Dracula by any other name) was on the loose around 
London during World Wars One and Two in Columbia’s 
RETURN OF THE VAMPIRE (1944). Around this time at a 
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port on the Dark Continent, English saloon owner Webb Fallon 
(John Abbott) put the bite on unlucky gamblers and others in 
THE VAMPIRE’S GHOST (Republic, 1945). It’s interesting 
to note that Fallon, when wounded by silver, could be healed 
by moonlight, a story element that dates back to Polidori's 
original vampire story. 

A Greek island played host to plagued visitors, including a 
stem Greek general (Boris Karloff) in ISLE OF THE DE/\D 
(RKO, 1945). As if the plague and a case of premature burial 
weren’t enough, the rumor of a vanipiric female preyed on the 
General’s mind. Vorvolokas, or Vrykolakas, are indeed part of 
1 8th century Greek folklore, predated by ancient Greek demon 
legends. 

Ihe back story of one Orinand Murks (played by Ian Keith, 
once said to be considered for the role of DRACULA) in 
Republic’s VALLEY OF THE ZOMBIES (1946) is 
somewhat sketchy, but his condition did require a continuous 
supply of red stuff. Bela Lugosi was back to show us how it 
was done when he returned as the immortal Count in ABBOTT 
AND COSTELLO MEET FRANKENSTEIN (Universal- 
International. 1948) only to meet his downfall at the hands of 
the Wolf Man (Lon Chaney. Jr.) and a plunge into the rocky 
sea for both. 

Aside from a Turkish sighting of DRAClil.A IN 
ISTANBUL (1953), the Count took an extended coffin break 
until Britain’s Hammer Films re-invented him (in the person of 
I Christopher Lee) for 
I their own scries of 
I films that kicked off 
I with the Technicolor 
I blood-splattered 
] DRACULA (1958). 
jbetter known 
[Stateside as 
HORROR OF 
DRACULA. Set in 
I the Victorian era. the 
I legend made its way 
I several sequels later 
I to modern-day 
I London by 1 972, and 
I backtracking to early 
1 20th century Hong 
I Kong in Hammer’s 
LEGEND OF THE 
SEVEN GOLDEN 
I VAMPIRES (1974) 

I with John Forbes- 
I Robertson assuming 
I the role of Dracula. 
Beating Hammer’s 
premier vampire into the marketplace by little more than a 
fang’s length, was Mexico’s EL VAMPIRO (1957), an 
atmospheric black & white gem that stakes a claim to flaunting 
the first appearance of vampire fangs. It was quickly followed 
by EL ATAUD DEL VAMPIRO (THE VAMPIRE’S 
COFFIN) in 1958. Fifty years later. FI Vampiro himself (actor 
(icrman Robles) materialized in person, to the delight of an 
auditorium full of plaslic-fanged fans, at the Pittsburgh area 
MONSTER BASH. 

Fangs, of a sort, were evident too in American International’s 



BLOOD OF DRACULA (1957), even though the Count 
himself wa.s nowhere to be seen. The female American teen 
vamp (played by Sandra Knight), looked a bit like the original 
Nosferalu. but with hair and a few other differences. THE 
RETURN OF DRACUL.A (Gramercy, 1958) occurred when 
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the Count once again slipped out of Europe to sample small 
town American life (and small town Americans). Czech-born 
Hollywood actor Francis Lederer played the title role and 
would briefly return to it one more time in a 1971 segment of 
TV’s NIGHT GALLERY titled “The Devil Is Not Mocked.” 
And while Christopher Lee would not officially portray 
Dracula again for a few years, he did turn up as the undead 
uncle of a down-and-out seaside hotel proprietor in the Italian 
comedy TEMPI DURI PER I VAMPIRI (1959). belter 
knows as UNCLE WAS A VAMPIRE 
Before the decade was out, Universal-International put a new 
slant on the vampire story by placing their bloodsucker in the 
19th century American southwest. Don Drago Robles (Michael 
Pate) suffered THE CURSE OF THE UNDEAD (1959) when 
he killed his own brother for loving Don Drago’s young bride. 
Migrating north. Drago changed his name to Drake Robey and

to her face. She is then placed in the family crypt with a 
window in her coffin lacing a holy cross. Despite all this, she is 
partially revived two-hundred years later by the blood from an 
accidental cut on the hand of curious visitor Doctor Kruvejan 
(Andrea Checebi) who later gives himself to her completely, 
thus enabling Asa to rise and begin taking possession of her 
innocent ancestor Katia (Steele again). 

Speaking of lethal ladies, the “Carmilla” story got a 
Technicolor re-telling from French director Roger Vadim. 
Updated to 1960, BLOOD AND ROSES put the Kamstein 
family front and center with living descendant Count Leopoldo 
Von Karnstein (Mel Ferrer) respectably representing the once- 
infamous clan. When a dormant World War II bomb goes off 
during a fireworks celebration, a tomb is opened and out comes 
the spirit of vampire ancestor Mircalla to possess the Count’s 
cousin Carmilla (played by the director’s then-wife Annette

Vadim). 

A tw’elve-part Mexican movie serial was bought up by North 
America’s renowned revivalist of Mexican monster movies K. 

Gordon Murray. He 
edited these chapters 
into four films 
chronicling the 
exploits of an 
undead named 
Nostradamus 
(played by “El 
Varapiro” German 
Robles) who seeks 
to establish a cult 
with the help of 
unbeliever Professor 
Duran (Domingo 
Soler). When the 
professor refuses to 
help, Nostradamus 
threatens to kill 13 
people unless his 
demands are met. 
With his vampiric 
powers and with the 
help of his 
IKHWCOLOfl TECHWRAIKIA hunchbacked helper, 
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Nostradamus proceeds to carry out 
his threat. The films, in the order 
in which they should be viewed, 
are known to TV audiences as 

1' H E CURSE OF 
NOSTRADAMUS (1961), THE 
MONSTERS DEMOLISHER 
(1961). THE OENIE OF 
DARKNESS (1962). and THE

More Mexican vampires were on 
the march the following year in 
THE WORLD OF VAMPIRES. 

Count Sergio Subotai (Guillermo 
MuiTay) sports a Libcrace hair 
style and fangs that would be the 
envy of most any vampire. When 
not processing more vampires to 
ailc, his favorite pastime appears 
to be playing a pipe organ, 
fashioned largely witli human 
skulls! Director Alfonso Corona 
Blake went on to make at least a 
couple adventures of Mexico’s 
crime-crushing masked wrestler K1 
Santo, known north of the border 
as Samson. One of these was SAMSON VS. THE VAMPIRE 
WOMEN (1 962). 

1962 also saw the release of EL VAMPIRO SANGRIENTO 

(a.k.a. THE 
BLOODY 
VAMPIRE) with 
undead Count 
Frankenhausen 
(Carlos Agosti) 
and right-hand 
gal Frau 
H i 1 d e g a r d 
(Bertha Moss) up 
to no good. 
Some effectively 
strange touches 
help this movie 
along, and by the 
end you think it’s 
over, right? No, 
the dastardly duo 
was back the 
very next year 
for INVASION 
OF THE 
VAMPIRES, 

The Italians 
more or less kepi 
pace with their 
own slate of atmospheric vampire chillers. Most involved 
scantily-ciad (and occasionally nude) lovelies in peril trom the 
presiding bloodsucker, Among the films, L’ULTIMA 
PREDA DEL VAMPIRO (1960), also known Stateside in 
1963 as THE PLAYGIRLS AND THE VAMPIRE from 


executive producer Richard Gordon. ATOM AGE 
VAMPIRE {I960) likewise made it to our shores in 1963, 
while VAMPIRE AND THE BALLERINA (1960) appeared 
in the States in 1962. LA STRAGE DEI V.AMPIRI (1962) is 
known by several titles, 
including 
SLAUGHTER OF 
THE VAMPIRES. 
Slightly-attired wen 
were more of the heroic 
variety, as seen when 
muscle - man, ''actor 
Gordon Scott played 
hero Maciste in an 
Italian production 
known in the U.S. as 
GOLIATH AND THE 
VAMPIRES with our 
hero undergoing the 
necessary name change, 
As in many cases, the 
American poster for 
this one promised a bit 
more than the movie 
delivered. Another 
hero (played by Reg 
Park) fared better when 
he faced off with a 
villain played by a name actor (Christopher Lee) and directed 
by a credentialed craflstnan (Mario Bava). HERCULES IN 
THE HAUNTED WORLD (1961) benefited from Bava’s 
expertise with lighting, color and atmosphere. 

Christopher Lee was back, but as good Count Kamstein,' the 
concerned father of a young woman being lured into CRYPT 
OF THE VAMPIRE (1964). Italy’s initial version of the

Another significant contribution to Italian vampire cinema 
featured another king of horror, Boris Karloff, not only acting

LIVING DEAD (1964) centering on a series of murders 
perpetrated by a vampire doubling as a mad scientist. In 
between Dracula pictures, Hammer gave us another family of

( 1964), known in these parts a couple years later under 
less lyrical titles, THE BLOOD DRINKERS and 
THE VAMPIRE PEOPLE. Director Gerry De Leon 
(TERROR IS A MAN; MAD DOCTOR OF

supernatural in a movie that’s a little rough around the 
edges, but entertainingly offbeat and interesting to look 
at. 

A horse-drawn hearse and a 60’s limo transport 
Marco (Ronald Remy) and his entourage of vampire 
people to a hidden laboratory, appropriately assembled in a 
ci7pt. There Marco intends to transplant the heart of Katrina’s 
living twin sister Charita into the donuant body of his beloved. 
Possibly due to a shortage of color film stock, some scenes 
were shot in black & white and then tinted either blue (for 
tranquil night scenes) or red (to emphasize danger), Camera 
angles, backlighting, fog-shrouded night atmo.sphere and 
daytime jungle scenes combine with a fair share of bloody 
attacks, while Tito Arevalo’s music score gets a workout and 
soon found its way into many Hemisphere productions. At the 
heart of the film is Remy as the ruthless romantic Marco, his 
head shave and sporting sunglasses at times, a cool wardrobe, 
sharp fangs and a siop-at-nothing attitude.

that country was just finding its legs...and fangs.. .in the horror 
film business when writer/director Amando de Ossorio cast 
popular Swedish sex bomb Anita Ekberg in the title role of 
MALENKA (1969) in a film more commonly known as 
FANGS OF THE LIVING DEAD. Ekberg doubles as the 
title witch and her fashion model granddaughter Sylvia Morcllc 
who inherits the family castle.. .and maybe a bit more. ..unless 
Sylvia can escape the ritual that will enlist her in the ranks of 
the Lindead. And in nearby France, director Jean Rollin’s first 
feature length film was originally a short film expanded into an 
artistic endeavor called QUEEN OF THE VAMPIRES 
(1968) and known these days on DVD as RAPE OF THE

in DEVILS OF DARKNESS (Planet, 1965). 
Meanwhile, after a couple musical comedy misfires, 
the friendly folks at Amicus Productions got into Che 
horror biz and struck gold with the anthology film 
DOCTOR TERROR’S HOUSE OF HORRORS 
(1965). One of the tales within concerned a doctor/ 
vampire out to eliminate two competitors, with one 
stake. 

Part of a crime thriller called PORTRAIT IN 
TERROR (1965) that Roger Connan produced in 
Yugoslavia found its way into a Corman-produced 
vampire movie called BLOOD BATH (1966), also 
known as TRACK OF THE VAMPIRE.

The beauty and mystery of Morocco provided the backdrop 
for a neat little number called THE HAND OF NIGHT 
(1968), This British-made movie, known in the U.S, under the 
silly title BEAST OF MOROCCO, made good use of North 
African locations to help tell the tale of a man tom between the 
forces of light and darkness. Across the sea and to the north.

Vampires in the mjd-1960's were doing better in other comers 
of the world than in America, where weak representation in 
two of the tales contained in the low-budget GALLERY -OF 
HORRORS (1966) drove the genre lower than a 
sledgehammer on a wooden stake. That same year, the host of 
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these horrors, John Can'adinc. returned to t 
role of Dracula which he played so well bai 
in HOUSE OF FRANKENSTFJN a 
HOUSE OF DRACULA. But this time 
was a couple of decades older and in the han 
of William “One Shot” Beaudinc for one 
two films that tumed out to be the dircetoi 
swan song. BILLY THE KID VERSl 
DRACULA was paired with JESSE JAM! 
MEETS FRANKENSTEIN’S DAUGHE 
Monsters seldom had it so bad.

(Jonathan Fnd). The character s danng debut 

took place more that two-hundred episodes into the series and 
helped give it life for more than another thousand episodes. 

While vampires occasionally flapped into self-parody, there 
were movies that intentionally put them in a lighter vein. 
Roman Polanski’s THE FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS 
(1967) cast the director himself as the assistant to renowned 
vampire hunter Professor Abronsius (Jack McGowran) and 
pitted against the vampire family of Count Von Krolock (Ferdy 
Mayne). Most of the character types that inhabit the genre are 
here, from hunchbacked servant to village idiot to saucy maids, 
and the future Mrs. Polanski, the late Sharon Tate as the love 
interest damsel in distress. Location lllming in the Italian Alps 
and other nice touches including an impressive vampire 
ballroom sequence (hence the American release title DANCE 
OF THE VAMPIRES) make th- 
a good splashy send-up 
vampire movies, Hammer’s 
particular, 

Going from Roman Polanski

department and most other levels, Adamson’s film is woefully 
anemic. Drac was back one more time that decade, south of the 
border and up against Mexico’s favorite masked wrestler, 
SANTO IN ‘THE TREASURE OF DRACULA’ (1969) is an 
enteitaining enough yarn and. as the title suggests, combines F.l 
Santo. Dracula and treasure, with time travel tying it all 
together. 

And with the swingin’ sixties behind us, the sizzling’ 
seventies were off to some flying starts and stops. With at least 
four Hammer Draculas to his credit by this time, Christopher 
Lee got more literal with the role of COUNT DRACULA 
(1970). Alas, this was not a Hammer film, but a Spanish 
collaboration with director Jess Franco at the helm. So here is 
arguable Lee’s best Dracula perfonnance, along with the 
casting of Herbert Lom as 
Professor Van Helsing and Klaus 
Kinski as Renfield, but in a 
production that left a bit to be 
desired, with Dracula's demise 
downright cheap. Still, the assets 
outnumber the liabilities. 

Hammer continued to cast Lee 
in the lead for SCARS OF 
DRACULA (1970) and two 
more with a contemporary 
setting. DRACULA .A.D. 1972 
and THE SATANIC RITES OF 
DRACULA (1974X Hammer 
took their vampires in some other 
directions with Polish-born 
actress Ingrid Pitt as Carmilla/ 
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Marcilla/Mircalla Kamstein in THE VAMPIRE LOVERS 
(1970). the first of the studio's Kamstein trilogy. Danish-bom 
Yutte Stcnsgaard played the bisexual vampires in the next 
installment LUST FOR A VAMPIRE (1971). Germany’s 
Katya Wyeth appeared briefly as Mircalla and kept it all in the 
family by putting the bite on nasty Count Kamstein (Damien 
Thomas), who in ttirn put the bite on one of the Gellhorn sisters 
(played by twin Playboy playmates Madeleine and Mary 
Collinson) in TWINS OF EVIL (1971), Best of all in that 
final Kamstein installment was Peter Cushing as the twins' 
puritanical w'itch-hunting uncle Gustave Weil (appropriately 
pronounced ‘vile,’ although through Cushing’s skillful 
perfonnance, the character develops a change of heart through 
the course of the story). 

By the early seventies, nudity was the ’in' thing, and Hammer 
was not the only company playing peek-a-boo. Most 
independent filmmakers were jumping on the ‘"Bare it all” 
bandwagon. To make sure there was no doubt of what one film 
had to offer, it was simply titled THE NUDE VAMPIRE 
(1970), director Jean Rollin's effort for that year with two 
more. CAGED VIRGINS (a.k.a. VIRGINS AND 
VAMPIRES) and STIL^NGE THINGS HAPPEN AT 
NIGHT (a.k.a. SHIVER OF THE VAMPIRES) on tap the 
following year. 

Other filmmakers resisted the trend toward nudity and instead 
opted for scares. Originally intended as a soft-core sex-horror 
film, COUNT YORGA, VAMPIRE (1970) was re-worked 
into a PG-rated moneymaker for distributor American 
International Pictures. A.I.P. chief Sam ArkotY was only too 
liappy to distribute the sequel RETURN OF COUNT 
YORGA the following year. Both films chronicle the 
contemporary undcad exploits of the title aristocrat, played 
with the right balance of elegance and ferocity by the late 
Robeit Quarry. Both films deliver the shudders, with the 
sequel adding a welcome dose of dark humor, including a final 
appearance by actor George Macready as an elderly hard-of- 
hearing vampire c.xpert. When asked about Yorga, the old 
man replies “Yoga? Yoga? Oh, no, no, no, no. 1 don’t believe 
in Yoga. ..tried it once about 40 years ago. .got stuck in one of

those locus positions.. .took three 
men to unwind my body.” 

Next, with Quarry’s 
signature role still 
fresh in filmgoers’ 
nightmares, he donned 
fangs at least one 
more time to play 
mysterious Manson- 
esque hippie cult 
leader Khorda A.I.P. ’s 
DEATHMASTER 
(1972). 

Another even more 
popular vampire to 
make his way to 1 970 
was Barnabas Collins 
(Jonathan Frid) who 

temporarily took flight from the small to the big 
screen with HOUSE OF DARK SHADOWS. Most 
of the Collins clan was back, and many met with 
bloody demise in what should be thought of as 
another of those Parallel Time stories that they did 
on the TV show. For as any true fan of DARK 
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SHADOWS should agree, Barnabas and the Collins clan lives 
on. ..and on.. .and on, That Parallel Time theory should hold as 
well for NIGHT OF DARK SHADOWS, where with 
everybody cleared out from the first movie, there were no 
vampires in sight. Although both films delivered their fair 
share of blood and thunder, the characters again at least kept 
their clothes on. 

But fear not! More naked vampires and victims would be on 
view the following year, but not before the Spanish-made 
monster rally known as ASSIGNMENT TERROR (1970) 
brought together a vampire (possibly Dracula), a monster 
(possibly Frankenstein), a mummy, and a werewolf Valdimar 
Daninsky (played of course by Paul Naschy), all brought back 
to life by space invaders who also re-animate some Earth 
scientists, one of whom is played by DAY THE EARTH 
STOOD STILL star Michael Rennie in what would sadly be 
his final film. 

Japan’s Toho Studios released the first of what would be 
known as The Bloodthirsty Trilogy with LEGACY OF 
DRACULA: THE BLOODTHIRSTY DOLL (1970), 
followed by LAKE OF DRACULA (1971) and EVIL OF 
DRACULA (1974). Michio Yamamoto directed all three, the 
stories themselves are unrelated, and Dracula himself does not 
appear in any of these, but his name can still sell product. Shin 
Kishida does play a fearsomely effective vampire in the latter 
two films. 

Spain’s Amando de Ossorio cemented a reputation as one of 
that country’s leading hoiTor maestros with his series of films 
focused on the feeding frenzies of the blood-drinking Knight 
Templar, beginning with TOMBS OF THE BLIND DEAD 
(1971). Looking every bit their six-century age, having 
dispensed with the powers of sight and speech, and moving 
only a bit slower, due to a nice bit of film trickery, the Knights' 
exploits would continue with RETURN OF THE BLIND 
DEAD (1973). SHIP OF ZOMBIES {1974). and NIGHT OF 
THE SEAGULLS (1975). Along the way. the director 
unleashed a bloodthirsty female in an unrelated film known in 
America as THE LORELEY'S GRASP (1974). And yes.

there's nudity in that one too. 

Real-life Hungarian Countess Elizabeth Bathory 
(1560-1614) was accused, though not tried or 
convicted, for involvement in the murder of 
hundreds of girls and young women. Legend has it 
that the Countess bathed in virgin blood in the 
belief that it would maintain her youthful 
appearance. While not tried or convicted, Elizabeth 
was said to have been bricked up in her castle in 
1610. with a small opening for food to be passed 
through, and died four years later. She’s been the 
subject of several films, most notably Hammer’s 
COUNTESS DIU\CULA (1971), with VAMPIRE 
LOVERS star Ingrid Pitt in the title role, and the 
stylish D.AUGHTERS OF DARKNESS (1971). 
The latter, from Belgian director Harry Kumel, 
staned the stunning Delphine Seyrig as a 
fashionable modern-day Countess Bathory, who, 
with her current companion, Ilona (Andrea Rau) has 
her eye on a honeymooning couple, played by 
i’w!?tuf.''r-tt\-!urifwrga Danielle Ouiment and John Karlen (the latter 
to “Dark Shadows” fans as Barnabas’ 
.. seivant Willie Loomis).

-waiEabiowe female vampires of the supernatural sort 
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continued to loom large that year as another young couple was 
entangled with a centuries-old seductress in THE VEIA'ET 
VAMPIRE. Jess Franco s VAMPYROS LESBOS starred 
Soledad Miranda as vampire heiress to the Dracula estate. A 
fifteenth century vampire Countess rose from her crypt to feed 
on the blood of the living and ultimately take on werewolf 
Valdernar Daninski tPau Naschy) in LA NOCHE DE 


WALPURGIS (known in the U.S. as WEREWOLF 
SHADOW and THE WEREWOLF VERUS THE 
VAMPIRE W'OM,4N). And in between the U.K. and U.S. 
play dates of COUNTESS DRACULA, Ingrid Pitt was back in 
the Amicus anthology THE HOUSE THAT DRIPPED 
BLOOD and the film’s concluding segment ‘The Cloak.” As 
leading lady to ham horror star Paul Henerson (Jon Pertwee), 
Carla Lind (Miss Pitt) is enfolded in said cloak which can 
transform its wearer into a you-know-w'hat. The segment 
combines chuckles and chills, as does THE VA.V1PIRE 
HAPPENING (Aqiiila Film Enterprises), directed by ace 
cinematographer Freddie Francis. An actress inherits a 
Transylvania castle where her ancestor Countess rises to ravage 
the countryside, Swooping in for a cameo via helicopter is 
Count Dracula (played by Ferdy Mayne, the head undcad from 
THE FEARLESS VAMPIRE KILLERS). 

Never down for the count, the Count made a least one other 
1971 appearance in director A1 Adamson’s drive-in hit 
DRACULA VS. FRANKENSTEIN. The Count and the 
Monster were played by virtual unknowns Zander Vorkov and 
John Bloom, while the added attractions for horror fans were 
the final film 
appearances of J, 

Carrol Naish (as the 
current Dr. 

Frankenstein) and Lon 
Chancy, Jr. (as 
Frankenstein’s 
murderous mute 
servant Groton). 

Among those who 
come to an unpleasant 
end in this monster 
mish-mash are long- 
time horror dwarf 
Angelo Rossitto and 
long-time horror fern 
Forty Ackerman.

village plagued by plague and the curse of Count Mitterhaus 
(Robert Tayman). The cur.se kicks into high gear w'hen the 
circus comes to town, and in the final five minutes almost all 
the central characters meet their end, including the newly 
revived Count, 

Aside from VAMPIRE CIRCUS, most vampires seemed to 
be surviving into the present day. THE NIGHT STALKER 
became the most-watched TV movie at that time with its story 
of a newspaper reporter Carl Kolchak (Darren McGavin) on the 
trail of modern-day vampire Janos Skorzeny (Ban^ Atwater) 
on the loose in Las Vegas. The contrast between bright lights 
and dark alleys, a newspaper office and a creepy old house, a 
seemingly unstoppable fiend, and McGavin's voiceover 
balancing shudders with cynicism made this a big enough hit to 
justify a follow-up. THE NIGHT STRANGLER (1973)-had 
no vampires but was still scary and funny, as was the short- 
lived TV series KOLCHAK, THE NIGHT STALKER (1974

LKP'I’IRICA (1973) were a 19th century mill is the site 
of vampire attacks, and the villagers must stake or starve. 
Upon staking the vampire, a butterfly representing the 
undead’s soul escapes to spark a new wave of terror. 
Alleged vampire sightings and siakings were plentiful in 
18th centuiy Eastern Europe, and the film was based on 
the Serbian legend revolving around Sava Savanovic 
who was supposed to have killed, and drank the blood of. 
many locals. 

In contemporary Mexico, two of that country’s 
wrestling heroes look on two of monsterdom’s toughest 
with SANTO AND BLUE DEMON VERSUS 
DRACUI..A AND THE WOLEMAN, The Count was 
back in the bosom of his Transylvanian family (by way 
of Spain) to resume THE DRACULA SAGA. The latest 
addition is the arrival of his pregnant granddaughter and 
her husband. The film’s director, Leon Klimovsky, made 
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-1975). which dtiring the course of its one and only 
season did serve up a vampire (probably one of 
Skorzeny’s earlier victims) and most every other type of 
supernatural, scientific or paranonnal peril you could 
think of 

Another popular contemporary city-stalker w'as 
unleashed on the big screen in the summer of '12 with 
American InteniationaTs BLACULA. As part of a then 
-current wave of so-called Blaxploilalion pictures, the 
film stamed William Marshall as African prince 
Mamuwalde who a hundred years hence was a guest at 
the castle of Count Dracula (Charles Macaulcy). When 
the Count became insulting and violent, he placed his 
curse on the unfortunate prince, proclaimed him 
"Blacula,’’ chained him inside a coffin, and left 
Mamuwaldc’s wife Luva (Vonetta McGee) to die at her 
husband’s side in a sealed secret room. Upon his 
release in 1972 San Francisco. Blacula is none too 
happy until he meets Tina (Vonetta McGee), the living 
image of his long-dead wife. Unlike Janos Skorzeny or 
Count Yorga, Mamuwalde’s circumstances allow us to 
sympathize with him not so much as a victimizer as a 
victim himself. And though in the end, in a state of 
remorse, he willingly steps into the daylight to 
disiniegralc, wc will learn the very next year that it was 
not the end. SCREAM, BLACULA, SCREAM 
(A.l.P.. 1973) resumects Mamuwalde through voodoo to 
continue his reign of tenor and quest for happiness, 

Dracula himself turned up a couple more times that 
year, in Spain. Once played by Paul Naschy in a film 
released in the U.S. in 1974 as COU.NT DRACULA'S 
GREAT LOVE. co-starring the one and/or only Iiigiid 
Garbo! And then there was Jess Franco's DRACULA, 

PRISONER OF FRANKENSTEIN with Franco 
regulars Howard Vernon as the Count, and Dennis Price 
as the cuiTcnl Dr. Frankenstein. Frankenstein, Dracula, 

Price. Vernon and Franco had all seen belter days. 

Possibly following the lead of BLACULA, but as 
likely following the lead of Barnabas Collins, DARK 
SHADOWS’ producer Dan Curtis gave us a more 
tragically sympathetic DRACUL.A (played by Jack 
Palance) in a 1973 TV movie. Meanwhile, Serbian 
television viewers were treated to that country’s first 

horror film, SCREAM, BIACULA, SCREAM (1973) you’re back to bite! 





THE VAMPIRES' NIGHT ORGY the same 
year. A busload of travelers stranded in a 
Carpathian village populated by vampires and 
dominated by an undead Countess, played by Helga 
Line who was Mrs. Dracula in THE DRACULA 
SAGA. She also teamed that year with the king of 
Spanish horror, Paul Naschy. The two played an 
undead couple with a hankering for human hearts in 
HORROR RISES FROM THE TOMB.

Christopher Lee donned the cape for Hammer one last time 
for THE SATANIC RITES OF DRACULA (1974), released 
in the States four years later as COUNT DRACULA AND

time? Cushing would return as an earlier Van Ilelsing later that 
year in LEGEND OF THE SEVEN GOLDEN VAMPIRES, 
a kung fli & fangs collaboration of Hammer and Hong Kong’s 
Shaw Brothers Studios. Dracula was back for this one, too, 
played by John Forbes-Robeilson, barring his fangs again after 
playing the Karnstein's “Man in Black” in THE VAMPIRE 
LOVERS. In between their final Dracula pictures. Hammer 
released a breath of fresh air with CAPTAIN KRONOS- 
VAMPIRE HUNTER. 

The contemporary English countryside was the stomping 
ground for a pair of female VAMPYRES (1974) who lure 
victims, both male and female, to a nearby mansion for lots of 
love and love of blood. 

And across the pond in 
America, thirty- 
something James 
Eastman (William 
Smith) was out for 
blood, in more ways 
than one. He was bom 
a vampire, the result of 
his mother’s rape by 
undead murderer Caleb 
Croft (Michael Pataki), 
himself accidentally 
electrocuted three years 
before and finally rising 
again Irom his grave. It 
seems that Croft was 
previously Charles 
Croydon, a vampire 
going as far back as 
17th century 
Massachusetts, And in 
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the present day. his name is Adrian Lockwood, a professor at a 
university where James Eastman is currently ailcnding. 
GRAVE OF THE VAMPIRE (1974) is low budget, but a 
good example of what can be done with a decent script and 
with actors and crew willing to make it work. The screenplay 
was by David Chase whose first-time effort led to a successful 
writing and producing career in television where his more 
recent accomplishments include creating THE SOPRANOS. 

Christopher Lee in another Dracula movie? Well, yes, as the 
on-screen narrator for the documentary IN SEARCH OF 
DRACULA (1975). Lee also dressed up tor scenes as Vlad 
Tepes, the Impaler who was, of course, a big part of Bram 
Stoker’s inspiration for Dracula, Scenes of Lee from Jess 
Franco’s COUNT DRACL'LA(197()) and Hammer’s SCARS 
OF DRACULA (1970) were part of the padding put into what 
was originally a Swedish TV documentary. Lee’s presence 
gave the movie most of what good there was. It was released 
in the U.S. by Sam Sherman’s Independent International. 

We could all be in search of Dracula and other vampires for at 
least a couple of years without finding much, but by 1977 the 
Count was back in style. This BBC television presentation of 
COUNT DRACULA starred French actor Louis Jourdan in the 
title role and was more faithful than most film versions to Bram 
Stoker's novel. Some vampires aren't in the traditional mold, 
but their cravings can be just as lethal. In director David 
Croenberg’s RABID (1977). a plastic surgery results in a 
bloodthirsty female (Marilyn Chambers) who. in turn, sparks 
and epidemic through her victims. And that same year, director 
of the living dead, George Romero unveiled MARTIN, about a 
young man (played by future Romero regular John Amplas) 
who claims to be X4 and improvises with razor blades what he 
lacks in fangs. 

Dracula’s modern-day human heir (played by GIUVVE OF 
THE V'AMPIRE’s Michael Pataki) who was living in the USA 
with no idea of what lay ahead of the fangs of ZOLT.AN, 
HOUND OF DR/\CULA (1978), also known under the less 
impressive title of DRACUI.A’S DOG. A family camping trip 
results in canine calamity as the pet German shepherds, their 
two pups, and any other dogs in the area are added to Zoltan’s 
ranks, under the faithful guidance of the original Dracula’s 
servant Veidt Smith (Reggie Naldcr). Hot on the trail from 
Romania is Inspector Branco (Jose FeiTer),and in the end, the 
last pup standing left us wondering.. .was it the end? 

But as Lugosi himself said “Dracula never ends.” A new 
wave was already underway with no fewer than four 1 979 
films. First, the Dracula spoof LOVE AT FIRST BITE, with 
George Hamilton as the disco-cra Count. It made more money 
by far than director John Badham’s period DRACULA with 
Frank Langella reprising his stage role, with Laurence Olivier 
as Professor Van Hclsing, Donald Pleasance as Dr, Seward, 
and Kate Nclligan as Seward’s daughter Lucy. From Germany 
came director Werner Herzog’s NOSFERATU THE 
VAMPYRE with Klaus Kinski in the title role. Drac was back 
in spoof land and in the present day hotel business with the 
West Gcrmatyltalian production DRACUL.A BLOWS HIS 
COOL with equal helpings of nudity, fangs and low comedy. 

Other vampires were at large that year in the Australian-made 
THIRST where an elite organization of blood drinkers attempt 
to condition a young woman descended from Elizabeth Bathory 
into their ranks. American television gave us a couple scary 
movies in the fall. First. VAMPIRE with reliable film heavy 


Richard Lynch terrorizing San Francisco, while on the cast 
coast a vampire epidemic took hold in the previously peaceful 
little town of SALEM'S LOT 1980 was the year that Vincent 
Price played a vampire for the first and only time in THE 
MONSTER CLUB where he put the bite on a horror novelist 
played by John Canradinc after introducing a trio of comedy 
hoiTor stories. Dracula 
stock took a dive when 
A1 Adamson’s 
DOCTOR DRACULA 
(1981) incorporated 
footage from a mid-70’s 
softcore horror called 
LUCIFER'S WOMEN 
and cast that film’s star 
LaiTV Hankin a.s a 
modern-day Svengali. 

Also on board were 
frequent Adamson co- 
stars Regina Carrol 
(Mrs. Adamson) and 
John CaiTadine. 

By the mid-80s 
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vampires were fashion plates, hipsters and all things cool in 
such films as the arty contemporary thriller THE HUNGER 
(1983) with Catherine Deneuve, David Bowie and Susan 
Sarandon. Susan’s former hubby Chris Sarandon played 
smooth-talking, night clubbing vampire Jerry Dandridge with a 
scary sense of fun in FRJGHT NIGHT (1985). On the distaff 
side, Lauren Hutton played a flm-loving centuries-old party 
vamp in the less enjoyable ONCE BITTEN (1985), while 
Grace Jones as an exotic dancer was the head VAMP (1986) at 
a strip club. THE LOST BOYS (1987) made the most of the 
night with Kiefer Sutherland in the lead, w'hile another family 
was on the road in what’s been called the BONNIE AND 
CLYDE of vampire movies, NEAR DARK (1987), whose 
director Kathryn Bigelow would win the Academy Award for 
best director more than two decades later for 2009‘s THE 
HURT LOCKER. 

But there was room in the 80s for at least one good old- 
fashioned vampire, Dracula himself (Duncan Regchr), who 
along with the Frankenstein Monster, a Wolf Man, a Gill Man 
and a Mummy took on THE MONSTER SQUAD (1987), a 
group of kids who knew the rules and occasionally played by 
them. And as a VAMPIRE IN VENICE (1988), Klaus Kinski 
was back as Nosferatu. 

By the end of the decade, teenagers were again the target with 
MY BEST FRIEND IS A VAMPIRE (1988) and FRIGHT 
NIGHT 2 (1989). In the latter, the heroes from the original 

face Regin c 
, Dandridge (.fulie 
, Carmen), the sister of 
the late, lamented 
Jerry. Also rounding 
out the decade on the 
big screen was 
Nicolas Cage, having 
a high time as a 
busincs.sman who 
experiences what 
may have been the 
VAMPIRE’S KISS 
(1989) and is 
convinced that he is 
becoming an undead, 
And on the tube, an 
800 year old vampire 
(played by pop star 
Rick Springfield) 
works the graveyard 
shift as detective 
NICK KNIGHT 
This turned out to be 
the pilot for the TV 
series FOREVER KNIGHT (1992-1996) with Geraint Wyn 
Davies taking over the lead role. 

Since vampires couldn’t seem to beat us, they decided to join 
us. in their own way, with SUNDOWN: THE VAMPIRE IN 
RETREAT (1990). To keep off our necks, they switch to a 
synthetic blood drink and use a unique type sun-block on their 
skin so they won't bum. ROCKULA (1990) offered us 
vampire as. ..you guessed it.. .rock star. And on syndicated 
television’s DIL\CULA: THE SERIES (1990) the Count 
became corporate CEO Alexander Lucard (Geordie Johnson) to 



mix business with bloodsucking. Some clever plots and a sense 
of fun weren't enough to gel the show to a second season, but 
ail 21 episodes are now available on two DVDs. A recurring 
character on the show was Klaus llelsing, the vampire son of 
Dracula’s then-current nemesis Gustav Helsing {Bernard 
Behrens). Klaus was played by Geraint Wyn Davies, soon to 
be the star of the aforementioned FOREVER KNIGHT. Even 
shorter-lived than DR.ACULA: THE SERIES was the 
following year's Fox TV series LITTLE DRACULA, aimed 
even more at the kiddies. Also airing on Fox TV in '91 was 
BLOOD TIES. Aimed more at oldcrkids if s the story of a teen 
who finds that he and his family arc vampires. Going the direct 
-to-video route, subspecies (1991) kicked off a series of video 
movies that concerned the ongoing evil exploits of vampire 
Radu Vladislav (Andes Hove). 

NBC-TV briefly revived Barnabas Collins (Ben Cross) in 
prime time, but awkward scheduling and pre-emptions around 
the time of Operation; Desert Stomi put a premature slake 
through DARK SHADOWS. But if Barnabas has taught us 
anything it’s that you can seldom keep a good vampire down. 
However, with the majority of vampires on the side of evil, 
there came the need for BUFFY, THE VAMPIRE SLAYER 
(1992). with Kristy Swanson in the title role of the latest in a 
centuries-old line of chosen slayers. The film .spun into a- TV 
series from 1991 to 2003 with Sarah Michelle Gellar as Buffy. 
Spinning from the show into his own series was good vampire 
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ANGEL (1999-2004), played by David Boreanaz. 

But back to ‘92 when Las Vegas had its hands flill of 
mobsters, a hot lady vampire (Anne Parillaud), and mobsters 
who became vampires in what may be director John Landis’ 
besj monster action comedy thriller INNOCENT BLOOD. 
You might have missed it if you happened to be in Taiwan that 
year, where instead you might have seen SAMURAI 
V AMPIRE BIKERS FROM HELL. 

Back in the USA, the most famous vampire of all got yet 
another re-boot with the lavishly-produced BRAM 
STOKER’S DlUVeULA. known by many Stoker purists as 
“Francis Ford Coppola's Dracula.” Whatever the shortcomings, 
there was much to savor in this blend of the Stoker story and 
the legend of Vlad Tcpcs with Gary Oldman as the Count, 
counting down from elderly to youthful Dracula, Some hit-and 
-miss casting included Anthony Hopkins as Van Flclsing and 
Keanu Reeves as Jonathan Harker. The tragic side of being 
Dracula was explored in more depth. Lugosi’s line from the 
1931 film, “To be really dead.. .that must be glorious,” merely 
hinted at the vampire’s plight. And while most vampires are 
the embodiment of evil, there have through the years been a 
handftil of reluctant, tragic vampire.s. Those of DRACULA’S 
DAUGHTER; CONDEMNED TO LIVE: THE 
VAMPIRE’S GHOST; BLACULA; and GRAVE OF THE 
VAMPIRE stand out. In HOUSE OF DRACULA, the Count 
himself sought a cure to his affliction before falling back on his 
evil ways. As mentioned earlier the Dan Curtis 1973 TV film 
presented Dracula as a tragic anti-hero. Coppola picked up on 
that approach and took it to near operatic proportions. 

Mexico’s (luillermo del Toro (HELLBOY: PAN’S 
LABYRINTH) wrote and directed his first feature-length film 
CRONOS (1993), an intriguing new take on vampires. Created 
by alchemy in the 1500s, the Cronos device offered 
immortality, but at a bloody price. At an approximate cost of 
sixty-million dollars, director Neil Jordan’s INTERVIEW 
WITH THE VAMPIRE (1994) exceeded the budget of the 
Coppola Dracula film by about twenty-million and with a 
reported gross of over 5223,000,000, out-grossing the Coppola 
film by only less than ten million. .Iordan (THE COMPANY 
OF WOLVES) brought Anne Rice’s popular characters to life 
with an all-star cast including Tom Cruise (as Lestat), Brad Pitt 
(as Loui.s), Antonio Banderas (as Armand), and Kirsten Dunst 
(as Claudia) in a saga spanning from 18th century New Orleans 
through 19th century Paris to modern-day San Franciso. 

Meanwhile, Dracula’s daughter was buck to stake her claim to 
the body of dear departed dad and hopeful that his demise will 
free her from the curse of the Draculas. Sound familiar so far? 
Well, from that point the similarities between NADJA (1994) 
and her 1936 Universal counterpart are varied. Peter Fonda 
was on hand as Dracula and Van Ilelsing in thi.s arty black & 
white update of the Dracula story, fascinating to some, 
frustrating to others. Following NADJA onto U.S. screens a 
couple of months later was the story of a female vampire in 
New York City biting a female college student who then had to 
cope with THE ADDICTION (1995) for blood in director 
Abel FeiTera's vision of vampirism as a metaphor for an array 
of contemporary evils. And Alyssa Milano played a young 
woman who had to choose between the affections of a living 
boyfriend or the EMBRACE OF THE VAMPIRE (1995) in 
this dircct-to-vidco sexploitation snooze fesl. 

A pair of vampire parodies rounded out 1995. As a 



VAMPIRE IN BROOKLYN. Eddie Muqihy was the sole 
survivor of a family of Caribbean vampires. The movie was a 
disappointment to critics and audiences alike, in spite of/or 
because of, the guiding hand of Wes Craven. If you’re gonna 
do a vampire comedy, maybe what you need i.s a comedy 
director. Then again, maybe not. Mel Brooks directed and 
appeared as Dr. Van Hclsing facing off against Leslie Neilsen 
as DRACULA: DEAD AND LOVING IT, which also 
flopped at the box office and was generally panned by critics. 
Brooks soon found renewed success with THE PRODUCERS 
on Broadway. Craven even sooner found renewed success with 
his SCREAM movies. 

Armed robbers on the run may have run out of luck when they 
stepped into a DUSK TIL DAWN (1966) biker bar where 
you’d be hard-pressed to run into anyone who wasn '! a 
vampire. Be assured that action was on the menu when 
director Robert Rodriguez served up George Clooney, Quentin 
Tarentino, Harvey Keitel, John Saxon, Tom Savini and Fred 
Williamson, with Juliette Lewis, Salma Flayek. Cheech Marin, 
and more on the side. The casting wasn’t as impressive, and 
neither were the results, in a pair of 1 999 direct-to- video follow 
-ups. And the Crypt Keeper (voiced by John Kassir) crept from 
the small to the big screen to introduce BORDELLO OF 
BLOOD (1996). You’re allowed two guesses as to what it’s 
about. Right both times! 

1998 introduced two vampire hunters to the world. Wesley 
Snipes played BLADE, the part-human/part-vampirc hero. 

Real Monster Magatme! 
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based on the Marvel Comics character from The 70s. The hit 
movie spawned sequels in 2002 and 2004, and a short-lived TV 
series in 2006. The series stamed rapper Sticky Fingaz in the 
title role. .John Caipentcr’s VAMPIRES starred James Woods 
as Jack Crow who along with his crew were out to stop a band 
of undead do-badders from acquiring a means of existing in 
daylight. Also in existence is a disappointing dirccl-lo-video 
follow-up from 2002 w'ithout Woods, but with singer Bon Jovi 
as vampire hunter Derek Bliss. 

The following year saw the U.S. premiere of THE WISDOM 
OF CROCODILES with Jude Law as a vampiric sexual 
predator in search of the right woman. And much further down 
the quality scale was MODERN VAMPIRES with Casper 
Van Dien as one of the title characters caught between 
nightclub owner Count Dracula (Robert Pastorelli) and Dr. 
Frederick Van Hclsing (Rod Steiger). 

The new millennium saw DRACULA 2000 (Gerard Butler) 
on the loose in New Orleans with Van Helsing (Christopher 
Plummer) on the trail in a misfire from executive producer Wes 
Craven. Butler and Plummer had wisely moved on to other 
things and were absent from direct-to-video sequels 
DRACULA II: ASCENSION (2002) and DIL\CULA III: 
LEGACY (2005). 

Better things were on view under the SHADOW OF THE 
VAMPIRE (2000) which re-imagined events during the 
filming of F.W. Mumau’s original NOSFERATU. John 
Malkovich portrayed 
Mumau, and nominated for 
an Oscar was Willem Dafoe 
as actor Max Schrcck, who in 
this behind-the-scenes 
fantasy may have been more 
than he seemed. 

Also in 2000, THE 
LITTLE VAMPIRE was 
befriended in Scotland by a 
visiting boy from San Diego 
in this filming based on the 
popular children’s books by 
Germany’s Angela Sommer- 
Bodenburg. And on the 
animated front, there was the 
wcM-received made-in-Japan 
BLOOD: THE LAST 
VAMPIRE, where heroic 
vampire Saya helped 
a covert team destroy 
demons. 

War between 
vampires and other 
creature of the night 
continued off and on 
throughout the 
decade. Author Anne 
Rice’s vampire Lcstat 
(now played by 
Stuart Townsend) was back as a rock star who awakened THE 
QUEE.N OF THE DAMNED (2002). Ill-fated singer Aayliah 
played vampire Queen Akasha, plotting to rule the world. The 
following year’s UNDERWORLD launched a war between 
vampires and werewolves that extended through sequels in 
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2006 and 2000, The two groups were likewise in opposition in 
the immensely popular TWILIGHT films of 200S. 2000 and 
2010. based on the immensely popular books and with more 
inevitably on the way. Along the way was the equally 
inevitable TWILIGHT parody VAMPIRES SUCK (2010), 
Throughout the decade Dracula continued to have his highs 
and lows, depending on how you look at them. Based on the 
popular manga series, the visually impressive Japanese digital 
animated HELLSING television series (2001-2002) presented 
the adventures of Professor Van Helsing’s daughter at the head 
of a British task force fighting supernatural menaces. The 
HELLSING ULTIMATE series later in the decade follow'cd 
the manga even more closely. There was an Italian two-part 
TV movie in 2002 and that same year a filmed ballet, 
DRACULA: PAGES FROM A VIRGIN'S DIARY. Next, 
as a member of the Victorian era LEAGUE OF 
EXTRAORDINARY GENTLEMEN (2003), Mina Harker 
(Peta Wilson) has survived her encounter with Dracula. but as a 
pail-human/part-vampire who offered her services to help save 
the World from domination by a criminal mastermind played 
by Richard Roxburgh. Roxburgh was back ihe very ne.xt year 
as Dracula himself, who with his own league of lethal lady 
vampires, look on his favorite foe VAN HELSING (Hugh 
Jackman) and his allies, including the Frankenstein Monster 
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(Shuler Hensley). 

VEGAS VAMPIRES (2003) failed to do for the city what 
THE NIGHT STALKER and INNOCENT BLOOD did so 
well. From Russia. NIGHT WATCH (2004) and DAY 
WATCH (2006) clironicled the struggle between opposing 
forces of light and darkness in modem Moscow. In Thailand, a 
group of good vampires are joined by an American to rc.scue 
his girlfriend from a bad vampire in VAMPIRES: THE 
TURNING (2005). The half-vampire/half-human heroine of 
BLOOD RAYNE (2005) took on king vampire Kagan (Ben 
Kingsley) in 18th century Romania. 

Flash backward to New Zealand in the 1960s where the 
balance between humans and vampires is upset in the form of a 
PERFECT CREATURE (2006). In present day Transylvania, 
Count Dracula is bitten by a mosquito which later infects a 
South Korean detective in VAMPIRE COP RICKY (2006). 
Casper Van Dien leads an elite SI. AYER (TV 2006) soldiers 
against a nest of undead in a South American rain forest. 
Present day drug addicts switch to vampirism with THE 
THIRST (2006). Flash forw'ard to the late 21sl century w'hen a 
vampire-like disease threatens to spark a worldwide civil war in 
ULTRAVIOLET (2006). Flash back again when DRACULA 
(2006) returned to his roots in the third BBC TV movie based 
on Stoker’s book, this time w'ith Marc Warren in the title role 
and David Suchet taking time out from being Hcrcule Poirot to 
be Abraham Van Helsing. 

The following year unleashed the inade-for-video 
REVAMPED with another military-style band of vampire 
slayers. A rock band, GOTHIC VAMPIRE FROM HELL, 
runs afoul of bloodsucking record execs. 30 DAYS OF 
NIGHT cover an Alaskan town invaded by glutinous vampires 
out for an extended feeding binge. Then there were the 
docudrama style VAMPIRE NOIR and RISE: VAMPIRE 
HUNTER, the latter about a female reporter who gets too close 
to a story on the undead and becomes one of them. 

Sweden finally got a taste for blood with the critically- 
acclaimed LET THE RIGH'I' ONE IN (2008), about a boy 
beset by bullies, but protected by the new- girl on the block. 
Later that year the 
country introduced a 
tale of two sisters 
NOT LIKE 
OTHERS which 
fared less well. 

Faring worse was a 
generally panned 
parody from Britain 
called LESBIAN 
VAMPIRE 
KILLERS (2009). 

Faring better was the 
South Korean-made 
THIRST (2009), the 
tale of a virus vaccine, 
a tainted transfusion 
and its effect on a 
Catholic priest. In a 
lesser vein, another 
virus infects Earth 
folk W'ith a thirst for 
blood and makes them 


fair game for Steven Seagal in the made-for-video AGAINST 
THE NIGHT (2009). Rounding out 2009 were CIRQUE DU 
FREAK: THE VAMPIRE'S ASSISTANT, based on the 
“Cirque Du Freak” books, and THE VAMPIRES OF 

BLOODY ISLAND, 
a parody of Hammer 
horrors. 

Since the days of 
Lord Ruthven, the 
undcad from the 
original John Polidori 
story and subsequent 
anti-hero of a scries 
of plays, vampires 
have often been 
ari,stocrats. Likely, 
many of these titled 
individuals thought it 
their right to prey on 
common folk. 
Having drained the 
poor of their 
livelihood via 
taxes. ..of their dignity 
via slavery.,. or of 
their lives via wars, it 
was only natural that 
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well-to-do vampires would view the poor as an ongoing supply 
of sustenance. With the changing times, the aristocrats were 
mostly replaced by wealthy modern-day oppressors in the form 
of corporations. By 2019, these upper class vampires would be 
Hrmly in charge, but humans would be having their fill of it 



with DAYBREAKERS (2010). Despite their complex system 
of human bloodbanking, the vampires w'ould face rationing as 
the supply dwindled. 

Vampires of a scientific origin have been the subject of films 
ranging from THE RETURN OF DOCTOR X (1939) and 
THE INVISIBLE MAN’S REVENGE (1944), to THE 
VAMPIRE (1957), BLOOD OF THE VAMPIRE (1958). 
THE WASP WOMAN (1959), ATOM AGE VAMPIRE 
(1961), and THE LAST 
MAN ON EARTH 
(1964). among others. 

Over the years, vampires 
have flirted and fluttered 
on television in episodes 
of popular shows as 
diverse as DOCTOR 
WHO; BAYWATCH; 
THE X-FILES; 
SMALLVIl. LE; 
SLIDERS: 
SUPERNATUR.AL; and 
MASTERS OF 
HORROR. Other shows 
include BLOOD (Japan, 
2005-20060; TRINITY 
BLOOD (Japan, 2005); 
SCHOOL FOR 
VAMPIRES (German- 
Ttalian, 2006); YOUNG 
DRACULA (CBBC 2006 


-2008); VAMPIRE KNIGHT (Japan, 2008); and even more 
recent, TRUE BLOOD; BEING HUMAN; DEMONS; and 
VAMPIRE DIARIES, 


And lest we think that vampires are merely earthbound 



creatures, think again! THE THING FROM ANOTHER 
WORLD (1951) didn’t share any of the manners and fashion 
sense of Earth vampires, but he did share a thirst for the red 
.stuff, as did the visiting interplanetary blood drinkers from 
NOT OF THIS EARTH (1957 and remade in 1988 and 1995), 
The Martian stowaway 
known as IT! THE 
TERROR FROM 
BEYOND SPACE 
(1958) and the title 
creature in NIGHT OF 
THE BLOOD BEAST 
(1958) were even more 
unsightly than the 
Thing. These were the 
fearsome forerunners to 
easier-on-the-eyes 
extraterrestrials, 
including the QUEEN 
OF BLOOD (1966). 
Thiify years later, the 
comic book heroine 
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VAMPIRELLA finally made it to the screen, via video, with 
Talisa Soto as a good-natured and scantily-clad vampire 
woman from the planet Drakulon, who arrives to defend Earth 
fi'om an evil Drakulonian named Vlad. He’s masquerading as a 
rock star, and is played by rock star Roger Daltrey. whose 
feeding habits here extend to scenery chew'ing. The female 
vampire of LIFEF'ORCE (1985) wore even less than 
Vampirella. In fact, she was naked, but far from vulnerable as

Tennessee is best known 
as Music City, the home of country 
music, But Nashville also has a 

W W spooky side — it has been home to a 
number of horror hosts over the years. The 
first was Dr. Lucifur, played by Ken 
Bramming, who hosted SHOCK THEATER 
in the 50s and 60s. Next was Nashville’s best 
known horror host, Sir Cecil Creape, played 
by Russ McCown. who hosted CREATURE 
FEATURE in the early 70s and revived his 
show on TNN as The Phantom of the Opry in 
the 80s. 

But in the late 70s there was also a host in 
Nashville who presented movies that ran into 
the wee hours of the morning- he was called 
The Count of Five. The Count was played by 
Bob McGehee. and it was my pleasure to 
finally meet Bob in person. We met for 
breakfast and then drove over to the Channel 
5 studios where he used to tape the show. 

There we discussed the Count. MOVIES 
AND MADNESS, and much more... 

Doc G — So tell me about ho>v you came to 
work at Channel 5 and how the character 
of the Count came about. 

Count of Five I was a Mass Conun student 
at Western KY University and knew I wanted 
to work in the Nashville Television market. 1 
thought 1 was going to work for Channel 4 but 
the spot I was c.xpecting to gel there (on the 
Noon show) didn't work out. 1 went on to 
graduate school and the next summer Channel 
5 needed someone to help produce the 
morning show. So 1 did that for 9-plus, 
almost ten years that 1 was there. 

1 did a few other things at Channel 5 as well... I did a Kids’ 
World segment and produced editorials for Tom Irving, the 
General Manager at the time. Then one day Bill Jay Bumpus, 
the director of the Production Department (who used to host a 
kids show in Nashville himself as Cap’n Bill) said, “We’re 
gonna have a Saturday afternoon double-feature. Why don’t 
you introduce the movie and then at the end of the first movie 
do a transition into the second feature, they wrap it up and talk 
about next week’s movie?” So I was doing that pretty much 
straight. 

Out of costume, right, just you? 


Yeah, just me sitting on camera talking about the movie. Then 
after a few months it devolved, or whatever, into... The station 
got a monster movie package and they were planning to do 
away with the afternoon thing — they had something going on. 
sports, or bowling, or something exciting — and they said, 
“We’re gonna do scary movies late at night, and we need you 
to just go ahead and host that.” And I thought okay, but for 
scary movies I need to be a scary host. 

So I created the character of the Count. My costume evolved 
over time from a white turtleneck shirt to a full tux and red- 
lined satin cape, I made a couple of teeth out of a block of 
paraffin, which were kind of tricky. We’d be taping an intro in

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the studio and half the lime they’d slip out of my mouth and 
we’d have to wash them off, roll tape back, and shoot again. 

The fun part came after Channel Five started supporting the 
JciTy Lewis Muscular Dystrophy Telethon, All our on-air 
people, including the late-night show, were involved in the 
telethon. At that point I went to management and said you 
know the.se paraffin teeth, they can’t be dropping out at the 
mall. It’s gonna be hard to try and maintain a character with the 
teeth falling out. He let me go to my dentist and he made up a 
partial plate with a couple of canines on it and he matched my 
not perfectly white teeth. They looked real, so when the kids at 
the telethon saw me they were convinced that this guy’s for 
real, so that was kind of fun. 

What was the show called? 

We started out calling it SUSPENSE THEATER and then it 
sort of morphed into MOVIES AND MADNESS. 1 was told 
the movies were the other part, I was the crazy one. 

You were the madness? 

I was the madness. 

When did the show air? 

MOVIES AND MADNESS aired Saturday nights at Midnight. 
Wc were .showing one movie then, not a double feature, 

So when you showed these movies did you get a chance to 
preview them first? 

I always tried to preview them first. Sometimes you’d have 
something to say about the movie, other times it was kind of 
like this movie’s so lame, we’re gonna bring in a cauliflower 
and a couple of hypodermics and stick them into it and have the 
audio guy play some shrieks and just do some silly stuff in the 
studio, 

Wc shot without a script, just kind of ad-libbed whatever came 
along.. .if we had some way to tie it to something going on in 
the movie we would. T remember one time we had a mummy 
movie so we built our shtick around trying to find some Tana 
leaves. I don’t know what leaves we found, bay leaves or 
something, like what you’d pul in spaghetti sauce — so we 
started EATING those, like, hell, we’ll live forever now! And 
they tasted awful. 

What was your set like? 

No set. We never got the kind of suppon that Russ McCown 
(former Nashville host Sir Cecil Creape) and some of the others 
got, I think. 

You shot here at the Channel Five Studio? 

Yeah, we taped all the intros and the mid-breaks and ‘the outs 
all in the comer of the studio. I brought in my own props. We 
would do a benefit from time to time for the American Red 
Cross and I got to know their PR guy pretty well, and I asked 
him one day. “Have you got a donor bag that I could use on the 
Laic Show?” He said. “Oh. Yeah,” and he gave me a nice 
clean, sterile donor bag, which we filled up with red food 
coloring and I used that as a prop for a while, carrying it 
around. 

Do you remember what some of the movies you showed 
were? 

No. I just remember it was a mix of Wolfman, Frankenstein, 
Dracula, along with your basic B-movies. 

Did you have a theme song that you opened the show with? 

I don't think so. it was, like i said, really low budget, with little 
support. . . we looked at it like something dumb to do at night. 

So you were coming in early to do the early show and 
staying late to do the late show?

Actually we taped them after the mid-day news break, like Talk 
of the Town. There wouldn’t be anything going on in the 
studio, and so here it is middle of the afternoon and you're 
taping your intro for the Late Show and trying to get into that 
feeling of, “Okay it’s Midnight. . . Gotta be scary.” 

Did you get paid extra for it? 

No. I was still producing the morning show and a few other 
things for the station. 

How about a catch-phrase? Did the Count have a signature 
phrase? 

My catch phrase to open the show was simply, “Good 
evening... and welcome to MOVIES AND MADNESS.” I did 
have another phrase I u.scd with kids, however. The Count was 
popular with little kids, and at various events like the Jerry 
Lewis Telethons the Count would tell the kids, “You’ve got my 
name on each hand,” and then counted out the fingers — ’’One, 
two, tltree, four, five, the Count of Five.” 

Did you ever have any sidekicks on the show? 

One of the directors at Channel 5, Stan Hunter, periodically 
came on as Goro, which was kind of a semi-civilized monster. 
We'd do a few shticks together. He went on to work at TBS as 
a news director for Turner, last I heard. One of the fans of the 
late show also wrote me one time and said he’d like to create a 
character and do a few movie intros, and he did an oil sheik 
called Sheik Your Booty... 

(laughs) 

...and that was kind of fun. But it was so long ago a lot of it is 
just a blur at this point. I’ve forgotten more than I ever knew. 

Did any of the episodes survive? 

1 think 1 have a 3/4 inch tape that might have some of the clips. 

So what years did your show air? 

SUSPENSE THEATRE started around 1977 and MOVIES 
AND MADNESS ended around 1982. We finally lost the 
contract for the movie package — I think Channel 17 bought the 
package — and again, Bill Jay said we don’t have any more 
monster movies but why don’t you continue introducing 
movies we get, which turned out to be adventure, crime, drama 
and westerns. So I did that tor just a short period of time, but it 
just didn’t feel right. 

We finally got to one movie where a young kid is a high school 
football player who is going to die at the end of the movie of 
some disease and I went back up to Bill Jay and told him 
there’s nothing nutty or funny I want to say about tliis movie. 

Real Monster Magazine! 
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The kid dies in the end, it just doesn’t feel right. He said, 
“Well what do you want to do?” I said, “I think it’s time, we 
don’t have the monster movies. 1 think it’s time to bury the 
Count.” And so without fanfare or notice we Just stopped 
doing it. The letter writing campaign to bring back the Count 
didn’t happen, and I was fine with that. 

1 worked with Channel Five for a couple of years after wc 
stopped doing the late show and then moved on to a career in 
the automotive industry. It was a chance to do video for a car 
company, and I thought, hey, being a car nut, and I still get to 
do video... I couldn’t have described a better job to go to. So 1 
did that for 26 years, retired and am active with the Middle 
Tennessee Z-Club now. 

Were you married at the time you were shooting the show? 

Yeah we got married in 1970 so I was about seven or eight 
years into a marriage that has now lasted 40 years. 

Congratulations that’s fantastic. 

My wife, LaDonna, actually appeared in a John Carpenter 
student film. John and LaDonna both went to Western 
Kentucky University, and that’s where it was shot. The scene 
that she was in was at the top of the football stadium, and she 
commits suicide. She goes through this dramatic scene of 
despair, and whatever — I don't even remember what the 
storyline was — but basically John had brought up a mannequin, 
or dummy, and them put her sweater on it and kid of flipped it 
over the side and filmed it spiraling down. THEN he actually 
dropped the camera to give the POV of the falling girl! So she 
got to work with John Carpenter, and 1 never did. I’ve got 
Carpenter envy. 

(laughs) That’s amazing! You don’t remember the name 
of the movie, do you? 

No. it might have been SUICIDE EYES, but I’m not sure 
exactly. 

Tell me about this poster you gave me. 

It’s a poster I created back in 1979 (shown on your left) and 
would autograph for a donation to MD. I even formed a Count 
of Five company thinking that when wc’rc not doing something 
for MD I'll sell them at a flea market or something. I’ve got an 
attic full of posters. 

Of the Count of Five? (laughs) 

Of the Count of Five! I could wallpaper a house with them. 
I've got so many of them. But one of the nice things was after I 
got the posters — and I must have done about 5000 of them so I 
got the price break for quantity — T had them packaged by 
rolling them in butcher paper, which of course is designed to 
capture blood, from beef or whatever. But T don’t think 
anybody ever figured that out. 

That’s a great idea! Who is the woman 
who is your victim on the poster? 

I wish I could think of her name. My wife 
knew her, and she lived not far from us. She 
was actually a hand model, for rings and 
watches and nail polish, etc. But she prelly 
much wore gloves year round. She agreed to 
do the poster, and after she did that nobody's 
seen her. . . ! 

Hmin...So do you remember any 
interesting stories from your days as the 
Count? 

1 Ihink one of my favorites had to be when 
wc were doing the MD Telethon at 100 Oaks 


Mall. I had just arrived, I’ve got the cape and everything, and 
am walking down toward the fish bowl, and this little group of 
black kids came running up, going, “Show me those big ole’ 
plastic teeth. Count,” Well I had this partial plate by the, and 1 
smiled at them, and their eyes got as big as saucers. And they 
said, “Holy crap he’s for real” and took off! (laughs) 

The only other one like that was at the supermarket where 1 
was buying groceries on a Saturday morning. I’m going down 
the aisle and I see this big tall man who has his son with him, a 
little guy. And the little guy is hiding behind his dad, kind of 
holding his pants and looking around at me. I didn’t think 
much about it... anyway. I’m in the checkout lane later and I 
see the little kid and he's got his dad down and he’s saying 
something to him. The next thing I knew the dad just yells 
across like six checkout lanes. “YOU’RE the Guy” and T look 
over and he goes, “YOU’RE the guy that keeps me up every 
weekend!” 

(laughs) 

After I stopped doing the show and went to Nissan back in 
about January of 84. A lot of people I worked with at the plant 
recognized me, they used to see the show, But in 1993 my 
favorite moment had to be when Lorrie Morgan was shooting a 
film called PROUDHEART. In it her dad had passed away and 
she had an oil company and had to leave the plant where she 
was working and go take care of the family business. It was 
filmed in part at the Nissan Smyrna manufacturing plant. So 
they were shooting for a couple of days, and they recruited me 
to be in the film at the last minute. “Wc need someone to play 
her manager to tell her she's got a phone call.” I had two lines. 
“Mac. Phone.” My son was very impressed though because my 
name appeared right underneath Lorrie Morgan’s as the credits 
rolled up, but it’s only because they were listing the cast in 
order of appearance. 

In person she was drop-dead gorgeous, i’ll never forget the last 
day they were shooting I had to take her up to one of the offices 
where she was saying her goodbyes, and just before she left she 
turned to me and said, “You know, I miss the Count.” You 
could have knocked me over. I thought that was kind of nice. 
That’s great, and who knows, maybe she used to sit up and 
watch the Count. 

She acted like she did, 

Well Bob I really appreciate you talking with me. If people 
are interested In getting one of those posters, how can they 
get in touch with you? 

They could probably go to my facebook page. . . with your help 
maybe I can get a picture of that on there. 

Sure yeah, absolutely we’ll get that set up 
and get you a Count of Five page with a 
link where they can buy it. No problem, be 
glad to help.

W hen Philadelphia horror host 
Dr. Shock passed away in 
1979, monster fans all over 
the area thought that was it 
for horror hosts. The era was over. 

Who could replace the frightful Dr. 

Shock? Who would have what it takes 
to present a series of the worst horror 
movies ever seen and do it with such 
good humor? What man could be so 
brave? 

Wait a minute! Man? What about a 
woman? That’s right! Another rose to 
fill the dark void left by Dr. Shock only 
this person was truly unique, truly 
original, and truly in'esistible. I’m 
talking about the sexy, sultry Stella of 
SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD 
In the early 1980s, NBC-TV affiliate 
KYW-TV in Philadelphia picked up a 
package of horror movies to run after 
SATURDAY NIGHT LIVE Someone 
at the station got the idea to have a 
horror host. With Roland and Dr, Shock 
having proven their worth it wasn't hard 
to convince anyone that the idea was a 
good one. However, there would be a 
change or two. 

Although her show was never seen on 
the East Coast, many people in 
Philadelphia had heard of Elvira, The 
tall, dark haired siren played by 
Cassandra Peterson was known not from 
her show but from her many guest 
appearances on other shows and write 
ups in national magazines. Station 
executives at KYW wanted an East 
Coast version of Elvira to tempt viewers 
to stay up late and watch these monster 
movies. 

A casting call was sent out and 
actresses applied by the hundreds. Women with no acting 
talent whatsoever applied for the job as did actresses with 
experience. One such actress was Karen Scioli. Karen was 
bom and raised around the Philadelphia area and she wanted it 
to be her home. She didn’t want to have to travel to the West 
Coast in search of acting jobs if she could find steady work in 
the field she loved while remaining on the East Coast, So 
Karen took some time and created a persona that was bigger 
than life and went to the audition and, as they say, “Wowed 
them!” 


Stella and SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD went into production 
and, in 1984, viewers were exposed to some of the raciest, 
ftinniest stuff on television and only those brave enough to stay 
up past one in the morning would get to see it. Coincidentally, 
Stella was stalling as Elvira was ending. Elvira’s first series, 
ELVIRA’S MOVIE MACABRE, ran from 1981 to 1984. 
Now it was just Stella. 

Stella dressed very seductively. Most viewers tuned in 'just to 
get a peek at her ample cleavage and rejoice in her double 
entendres. She was not, beautiful to look at, and she knew it. 
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and HuniD'

Stella was one character who knew how to keep a man's 
attention. 

So who was Stella? What was her back story? The press 
release put out by KYW says it all: Stella was bom in North 
Libido, New Jersey, a small village outside of Atlantic City. 
She was the only child of traveling hecklers. Her parents 
dropped her in a plastic basket at Fifth and Skunk in front of 
Guido's Hair Weaving and Plumbing Supplies, but for all 
intents and purposes she was raised by a flock of pigeons. 
Reincarnated 37 times. Stella is Just your typical “ghoul” next 
door. 

She was billed as the Man-eater of Manayimk. Manayunk is a 
suburb of Philadelphia and coincidentally the home of Joseph 
Zawislak. the actor who portrayed Or. Shock. 

The movies shown were not the best. Some cult cla.ssics like 
LEGEND OF BOGGY CREEK and SHOCK W AVES were 
shown here and the legendary Hammer horror TV scries was 
used, but most of the movies were bad quality. And Karen 
Scioli knew this. As the creator of Stella. Karen was also the 
w'riter of the show. It was her creative abilitv- both as writer and 
an actress that kept the show alive. The poorer the movie the 
more Karen threw into Stella’s parts. She was determined to 
make her show a success and went to great lengths to entertain 


Ihe public. Her crowning triumph, at least in This writer’s 
opinion, was when she was able to get Zachcrley to appear as a 
guest on her show'. This is probably one of the most talked 
about episodes and has been bootlegged to no end. 

In this episode Zacherley visits for the purpose of escorting 
Stella to a monster awards ceremony, Both have been 
nominated for an award. Zacherley wins it and Stella uses her 
determination and ample assets to try to steal it away from 
Zacherley. 

Some memorable characters from the show were her bed, 
Beda Lugosi. Hives the Butler played by Bob Billbrough, and 
dozens of other characters played by Glenn Davish who went 
oil to be a producer of THE VIEW and won an Emmy for his 
work. 

SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD ran for a good five years. 
Technically it ran from 19R4 until 1990. The .series was about 
to be syndicated w'hen the show' was dropped. In the 1980s 
Hollywood studios had distribution centers all over the country. 
These centers w'crc used to promote and distribute videos and to 
acquire new shows for syndication. That changed in the late 
19H()s. Studios w'ere closing up their distribution centers, and 
by 1990 the only way to get anything picked up was to go to 
Hollyw'ood and try to sell it. The chances of success were very 
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Stella and Hives at CHILLER THEATRE. 


slim due to major financial losses 
suffered by the studios in the late 
1980s so SATURDAY NIGHT 
DKAD became a memory. 

And it became a sketchy memory. 

From 1 984 until SCARY 
MONSTERS was bom there were no 
monster magazines to carry stories 
about Stella and SATURDAY 
NIGHT DEAD. It looked like Stella 
would fade faster than Dr. Shock. 

There was very little merchandising of 
Stella at the time so fans had nothing 
to hold onto except for a few video 
taped episodes. These eventually 
made their w'ay into Monster Kid 
collections as vendors copied them 
and sold them at shows. Other than 
that Stella was gone. 

In the 1990s I contacted KYW-TV 
for information on Stella and the 
actress who played her so that I could 
do a SCARY MONSTERS inter^aew. 

Unfortunately Karen Scioli had moved from her last known 
address, 

Stella was reincarnated again only a short time ago. Thanks to 
the wonderful people at BLOBFEST Stella was reborn. She’s 
back and she intends to stay. 

Following her successful return at BLOBFEST where Stella 
was overwhelmed to meet so many fans who remembered her, 
she went to CHILLER THEATRE and was seated next to 
Zacherley. At CHILLER she met many more fans and this 
encouraged her to visit MONSTER MAMA which is in her 
back yard. The success of these shows has prompted Stella to 
have an Internet presence which I'll talk about a little later. 
Karen was acting since she was a child. She'd been in 
numerous plays before creating Stella and continued to act in 
plays while doing SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD. She had a 
successful one woman play called BATS and she won a local 
tmmy for it in 1988. In 2000 she appeared in a cult film 
entitles POSTCARDS FROM PARADISE PARK and won 
critical acclaim playing a divorced mother living in a trailer 
park. 

I was able to spend some time with Karen and talk to her about 
Stella. It’s been over twenty years since SATURDAY 
NIGHT DEAD went off the air but Karen still has the energy 
and fire that made Stella such a bigger than life character. So I 
had to ask her some questions. 

SCARY MONSTERS: Tell me about your early life. Did 
you always have an interest in acting? What made you 
want to become an actress? 

KAREN SCIOLI; I w'as born in Philadelphia and lived there 
during my childhood thru my teen years. It was myself, my 
sister Cathy, my mom, and until I was 16, my dad. We had a 
tough time, moved around a lot. never had any money and my 
dad was an alcoholic. My mom, Florence, was a hard working, 
smart woman who had a great sense of humor and love of 
Hollywood. I’m absolutely positive I got my desire to be an 
actress from the times I watched those wonderful old movies 
on a tiny TV in black and white. It was a complete escape, 
And my mom encouraged every dream I ever had of becoming 


a movie star. I also loved when my mom would take Cathy and 
me to the movies to see Doris Day and Rock Hudson movies. 
Even my dad loved the movies, especially the westerns. I 
loved them all. BELLS ARE RINGING was like an epiphany 
for me. 1 discovered how much I wanted to be a comedic 
actress and I discovered Dean Martin, my first major crush. 

Every Saturday afternoon Cathy and I would go to the Liberty 
Theater on Torresdale Avenue and sit through two movies for 
35 cents. Oh God. that make.s me sound so old! But some of 
my favorites were JASON AND THE ARGONAUTS (all Ray 
Ilarryhausen films) and STRAIGHT JACKET with Joan 
Crawford! I always loved the horror movies, especially the 
lush, colorful Hammer films. 1 don’t think I ever met a kid 
who didn’t! THE WOLF MAN with Lon Chaney Jr. was the 
scariest movie I ever saw. Something about the change from 
man to vicious beast did me in. But my most frightening movie 
experience was going to see THE EXORCIST with my mom. 
My mom had read the book when it first hit the New York 
Times book list. I was at a girlfriend’s house for an overnight 
stay when my mom called me at 2 a.m. She had just finished 
reading the book and she wanted to make sure I didn’t have an 
Ouija board in the house, I did of course, so she made me 
throw it out. Then I read the book and I was glad 1 threw out 
the Ouija board. We went to the movie together when it 
opened in Philly and it seared the balls off of us. 1 almost 
became a Catholic after that movie. 

Then there were the Grand Dames of comedy who had an 
enormous influence on me — Lucy and Carol Burnett. As an 
adult, I met Carol Burnett when she was a guest on THE JOAN 
RIVERS SHOW. A.s soon as I opened iny mouth. I started 
sobbing. I'm not kidding. And said something really .stupid 
while sobbing like “it's because of you I'm in 
comedy.” (sobbing) 

I guess with my love of comedy actresses and horror movies, 
being Stella was a perfect fit! Never would have GUESSED 
I’d become a Horror Host on TV. but I also never had so much 
lun in my life. My two main Stella squeezes. Hives (Robert 
Billbrough) and Cousin Mel (Glenn Davish) will attest to that 

A Real Monster Madeline! 
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what was the first movie? 

9/29/84 THE OBLONG BOX, 

When T first went on the air we had a few nice film packages 
of the Hammer House films with Vincent Price and all those 
wonderful techno-color films that my sister and I saw as kids 
on Saturday afternoons. After the Hammer packages, it all 
w'ent down hill quickly. But in a good way. 

How many episodes of SND were filmed? 

140 were aired. We taped #141 but it never aired. 

How did you work a vacation schedule? Were you off for a 
few months or did you take time here and there and try to 
keep new shows flowing? 

We taped on Monday’s and that show would air that Saturday. 
For the first two years I taped shows more frequently until I 
built up enough to be able to do reruns, Then I only taped 
during rating months — February, May, July, and then 
September thru November. So I had a lot of downtime. Great 
gig?!! 

What was the writing process like? 

I would write a script on Tuesday (the day after taping a show) 
and give it to the producer. Stan Gibel (Stan was the producer 
who lasted the longest! That 
because he was as insane as we 
were). Side note: I had three 
producers: Steve Bronstein from 
SND #1 thru SND #34, then Ray 
Guilianni from SND #35 thru 
SND #54, then Stan Gibel for 
the rest. Stan allowed us to go 
completely over the edge, God 
bless him), So I would write on 
Tuesday and send it in then a 
copy would be sent to the actors 
by Friday at the latest. On 
Mondays I would shoot one 
scene and my promos in the 
afternoon, then we would 
rehearse. That’s when the ad 
libs and improvs would fly and 


as well. 

So how did you come to do 
SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD? 

I was a real Philly girl, lived a good part 
of my life in South Philly (as did the 
rest of my family) and could not have 
been more thrilled to win the part 
Stella for SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD 
in the summer of 1984. My husband 
Rick and I were living in Ft. Lee, NJ. 
outside of New York but my best friend 
Alfina and my mother both nagged me 
to go to the SATURDAY NIGHT 
DEAD auditions (the name Stella didn’t 
come until after T got the part). I was 
doing stand up comedy in Manhattan at 
the time so I thought what the heck, if 
nothing else the audition will be good 
for me. So I auditioned at 9 a.m. on a 
Sunday morning at the KYW studios at 
5th and Market. Within a week I got a 
call back as one of the ten finalists!!! I 
remember when I went back for the 
finalist audition, I was handed a script by Steve Bronstein, 
SND’s first Producer. I read the script and realized that one of 
the “bits” was one 1 wrote for the first audition! So I said to the 
producer, “uh. I wrote this bit!” and he said then you should be 
flattered” and I said ”1’!] be more flattered if I get the part!” and 
I did!!! 

Had you ever met Zacherley before he was on SATURDAY 
NIGHT DEAD? 

I never met Zacherley (or as we in Philly knew him Roland) 
before he was a guest on SND (1987) but he was an iconic 
legend and idol! Every kid in Philly and Jersey knew who 
Roland was. 1 was terrified of him as a kid! Roland made a 
HUGE impact on television in 1958, I was a little too young to 
watch; he came on at 1 1 p.m, I think. 

When I got the part of Stella, it was a big deal that I was 
Philly’s 3rd horror host and in such esteemed company! It was 
a wonderful honor. When Zach was on my show, Bob and 
Glenn and everyone a KYW was so excited and thrilled. I also 
invited my mom and Rick’s parents came too. It was Roland!! 
In person!! The whole station was excited. And you know 
what? He floored me by what a gentleman he was, how 
professional and hilarious! I 
didn’t expect all the charisma! 

He knocked all our socks off, 

We had a blast, an absolute 
blast. He must have been in his 
early 70’s at that time and I was 
shocked to find him sexy!! (My 
sister agreed!!). To this day, that 
episode is still one of my 
favorites. I feel so lucky that I 
was able to have shot a whole 
half hour silly hoiTor show with 
the one and only Roland. And 
then I got to sit next to him all 
weekend at CHILLER this year! 

WOOHOO! 

When did SND premiere and

When we did specials, we set up bleachers and invited a studio 
audience. They were the most fim! Usually they were SND 
fans who wrote in for free tickets. And my family. Every 
member of my family had sweatshirts that read “Stella’s 
Mother,” “Stella’s Sister." “Stella’s Father-In-Law” -you get 
the picture. EVERYBODY had a great time. It was always a 
horror party atmosphere. 

Your show premiered in 1984. That was a little over five 
years after the death of Dr. Shock. Did you ever watch any 
of his shows? If you did, did those shows have any 
influence on how you did your show? 

I was very much aware of how beloved Dr. Shock was. He was 
on for a decade in our area and his honor hosting was the fun 
and fantasy of every kid in the Delaware Valley. 

During the years he w'as on TV I was at the “clubbing” age so 
I was out at discos and sleeping in late on weekends. So I was a 
bit too old for the show at that time, but I ceitainly was aware 
of who he was and 1 adored him! I did watch him once in a 
while when I was home hung-over or in bed w'ith a bad cold. 
Loved him. Not as scary to me as Roland had been, but he was 
amazing. From what I know, he was a kind man and everyone 
always had only nice things to say about him as a person. 

What horror host had the most affect on you? 

1 think the horror host who had the most affect on Stella was 
Elvira. And that’s because she was just getting really known 
on the East Coast in the 80s and because of her, K.YW wanted 
to try a female host in Philly for a change. So 1 have that witch 
Elvira to thank for my fame. Wait, is she a witch. I think she’s 
a vampire. Right? 

What or who is Stella? 


That’s another fact that most people get wrong — Stella is not a 
vampire. She’s a Vamp, She’s mortal but she's w^eird. Her 
cleavage is haunted, her mother is a witch (Brunella Desire), 
her father was (we think) The Creature from the Saloon (very 
scary) and most of her relatives live in Transylvania. We're 
almost positive Stella has a few vampire and werewolves in her 
family. 

AUTHOR’S ISOTE: At this point in the intervien-' Karen 
began to change. I saw some minor twitching then she began 
to twist and moan and suddenly, before me M’tfs' Stella Desire, 
y^amp and horror hostess. 

Stella, now' that your alter ego has had some time to spill 
the beans, so to say, about SATURDAY NIGHT DEAD, I 
thought I would ask you for your two cents. What were you 
doing before SND? 

Immediately before SND, I was trying to find a new condo that 
accepted pets. Large, green, people-eating pets. 

Your bio says that you were reincarnated a lot of times. 
Why? What is there to come back to? 

It’s not like 1 had a choice, John. Once you’re on the ol’ 
reincarnation track, it’s like Groundhog’s Day, However, my 
latest reincarnation of being so hot and fabulous may be worth 
coming back to again and again. As they say. so many men, so 
few lives 

Are you and Elvira really related? 

How dare you even suggest such a thing! 

You’ve been seen recently haunting the streets of 
Manayunk. What keeps calling you back there? 

Thai’s where I live. And for the record, 1 do NOT haunt the 
streets, I like to think of it as “vogiicing” my way thru town in 
search of my next boyfriend. Or Iggy’s late night snack. 
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What is Hives really like? 

Oh Hives... ihe Man. Ihe Myth, the Butler... 

He’s very neat, enjoys long, hot baths (mine, 
not his. He's repuLsed by water), his favorite 
color is ash, he’s fussy about his appearance 
(he sleeps on a hanger in my closet at night) 
and he’s an excellent father. He has two 
children, Heaves and Ho, both of whom are 
werewolves. 1 have no idea who their mother 
is. probably some cougar. But Hives takes 
good care of his children, never missing a vet 
appointment or trips to the dog run parks. 

How magical is your bed? It was a major 
character in the TV series. 

Bed is not really magical, per se. It's more 
like a curse my mother, Brunella the Witch 
put on bed just to make my life more, uh, 
difficult. Ok, yes, he talks, sort of. It’s a lot 
like sleeping on Goofy. And just for the 
record, Brunella, your cursed plan backfired. 

Bed’s bouncing jealousy have attributed to 
some of my finest moments. 

Do you keep in 
touch with 
Brunella (mom) 
and have you 
ever caught up 
with your 
father? 

I tiy to keep as far 
away from 
Brunella as I 
possibly can, 
although w'e 
communicate 
often via seances. 
Think "skype” but 
with very low 
lighting. As for 
my father, Tippo the Clowm, well, clowns always scared me. 
Especially when their bulbous red noses, orange fright hair, 
clown white faces with rainbow colored eye circles arc 
pennanent. Besides, 1 never thought whoopee cushions and 
honkers were sufficient child support payments. 

What do you think of 
today’s horror 
movies? Do you think 
they’d be worth 
showing on SND? 
Nothing could be 
worse than what I 
showed on SND. With 
that said. I'm a fan of 
all horror movies but 
the Vampire and 
Wolfman movies are 
my favorites still. The 
slasher movies? Not so 
much. They’re all so 
messy and remind me 
of Iggy’s sloppy eating 


habits.

I just came out with a new line of STELLA HOT SAUCES 
(but of course!!). One is called STELLA’S NIGHTMARE 
GHOST HOT SAUCE, TRIPLE D HOT and the milder one is 
called STELLA’S SWEET DESIREE HOT SAUCE. They 
both did quite \vell at the MONSTER MANIA Convention! 
They are being sold on my website (soon), and at Susie’s Hot 
Sauce store in New Hope, PA, 

Plus Stella is working on a lot of new projects. Think Stella 
TV channel, but online. More deets to come. 

Thank you for your time Stella and Karen. 

In closing I want all of you horror host fans to know that 
Stella is on Facebook. Also Karen has told me that she and 
Richard have plans to release all of the Stella episodes. Each 
episode is approximately thirty minutes long and you may be 
able to edit them into your favorite movies. 

And there is rumor of another one woman play featuring 
Stella. I will keep you posted in SC.ARE-NEWS! 



The GHOULS Next Door; 

On What Happens wnen a Baer Boomsp 
Meets TV’s Fmst Fateiues of FrightF

H ere’s an SM brain teaser: what 
two “horrific” prime time 
situation comedies — premiering 
in September 1964- -have 
inspired Barbie and Ken gift sets? 

If you guessed THE MUNSTERS 
(CBS) and their grucsomely macabre 
cousins. THE ADDAMS FAMILY 
(ABC), congratulations! You’re a card- 
carrying Monster Kid (and probably 
closet Barbie collector, too)! 

On paper, THE MIINSTERS’ 
premise reads like your typical mid-60s 
sitcom: housewife mom. clueless, 
bumbling pop, irascible grandfather, 
and wacky kid(s) encounter domestic 
disaster at every turn, all wrapped 
around a neat moral or valuable lesson 
learned. 

Fine and dandy.. .except this haunted 
household included a Frankenstein 
(Fred Gwynne), Count Dracula (A1 
Lewis); vampire woman (Yvonne 
DcCarlo), wolfboy (Butch Patrick) and 
a gargantuan reptilian family pel named 
Spot— Mockingbird Heights’ resident 
fire-belching dragon! The odd girl out 
was niece Marilyn (first played by 
Beverly Owen and later. Pat Priest), a 
stunning blonde incapable of landing 
an “indulgent” boyfriend. 

That combination made for plenty 
yuks, especially when Marilyn brought 
home unwary dates to meet her “blood” 
relatives— as she did in their very first 
episode, MUNSTER 
MASQUERADE, originally broadcast 
at 7:30 PM (EST) on Thursday, 

Sc^frember 24, 1 964. 

Let’s not forget the assorted unwary 
salespersons, city officials, “crooks” 
and nosy neighbors who stumbled across 1313 Mockingbird 
Lane. They’d always beat a hasty retreat — and in fast-motion, 
too! 

Understandable, considering Uncle Herman (Gwynne) stood 
over 7 feet tall, had a flat head, and sported two dashing 
electrified neck bolts. Need I also mention his pasty green/gray 
skin and jagged forehead .scar? 

Then there’s THE MUNSTERS’ manse, a monsterpiece 


straight out of Poe. Liglitning flashc.s created an elTcctively 
nightmarish ambiance, gale-forcc winds blew constantly, and 
dead leaves skittered and swirled. This very moment, under 
new paint (and benefiting from the skills of a good landscaper), 
it stands regally on Wisteria Lane — where various 
DESPER.A.TE HOUSEWIVES plot and connive. 

Like THE MUNSTERS. THE ADDAMS FAMILY 
challenged societal norms and rewrote standards for diversity. 
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whenever necessary. 
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And what diversity! Spiced up with an assortment of 
outlandish cousins, aunts, and uncles, the Addamses positively 
reveled in being “creepy, kooky, and altogether ooky.” 

Check out this crazy family portrait: zillionaire Gomez (John 
Astin), his wife, Mo)tkia 
(C.'arolyn Jones), Uncle 
Fester (silent tilm child 
star, Jackie Coogaii); 
Grandmama (Blossom 
Rock, sister to 30s MGM 
songbird, Jeannette 
McDonald); children. 
Wednesday (Lisa Loring) 
and chubby little Pugsley 
(Ken Weatherwax); the 
grim-faced Addams butler, 
Lurch (Ted Cassidy); 
Cousin Iff (Felix Silla), and 
Thing (also played by 
Cassidy), ready and willing 
to lend a disembodies hand 


As their famous theme song says, 
“they really are a scre-am!’" 

In almost every episode, Uncle 
Fester relaxed on a bed of nails, 
somber little Wednesday clutched a 
decapitated doll and buried other 
victims in the backyard, Pugsley 
wiled away his leisure hours 
plunking nickels into his live piggy- 
bank, and Grandmama flung razor- 
sharp darts “just for the hell of it.” 
Add a doorbell that stretched like a 
mbber band, Lurch’s guttural “you 
rang," in answer to a summons from 
either Morticia or Gomez (they'd 
pull a dangling noose that literally 
sent the house shaking), the stuffed 
sw'ordfish swallowing a hapless deep 
-sea fisherman, model trains 
colliding and/or exploding, and 
exotic meat-eating plants, and you 
have a wild cornucopia of fun. 

If that’s not enough to rattle a 
censor's cage, MoHicia and Gomez’s 
marital relationship crackled and 
popped. "Tish!” he’d gasp, 
whenever she spoke French. A 
torrent of passionate kisses would 
ensue, until Moiticia flashed him a 
devilish grin and cooed. “Later, dahling." 

The message that smile conveyed sent many a libido soaring, 
mine included (excuse me while I blush). Though Lily loved 
Herman dearly, and we even saw them sleeping together, their 
bedroom antics remained chaste. Not so with Gomez and 
Moilicia! 1 kept w'aiting for a glimpse behind the bed chamber 
door, but propriety (and the censors) left that scenario to my 
fevered prepubescenl imagination. 

Whatever sundry 
charms 1’ H K 
MUNSTERS and 
THE ADDAIMS 
FAMILY 
possessed, it was 
enough to propel 
them from modestly- 
budgeted black and 
white TV 
entertainments into 
multi-million dollar 



enterprises. Marketed modestly during their original mns. the 
shows arc now huge cottage industries. Model kits, toys, 
Halloween costumes, big screen movies, comic books, View- 
masters. and Las Vegas slot machines barely skim the surface. 
Consumer demand is apparently insatiable! 

Likewise, it’s no great shock that the classic casts have 
achieved well-deserved iconic status, A few enjoyed healthy 
careers before and after (DeCarlo and Jones were films stars, 
and Gwynne, Lewis, and Astin moved on to other successes), 
but today, they're universally loved because of THE 
MUNSTERS and ADDAMS FAMILY. 

Exclusively for SCARY MONSTERS, a still-lovely Pat 
Priest graciously chatted with me about her time as Marilyn 
Munster. Pat's youthful voice dissolved the years, spinning this 
Monster Kid back to his glorious childhood days of Vincent 
Price, Petula Clark, penny candy, and trick or treating on a 
spooky Hallow'een night. 

"Before THE MUNSTERS came into my life,” said Pat, *’1 
had small parts in .shows like DR. KILDARE, PERRY 
MASON. WENDY AND ME, MY FAVORITE MARTIAN 
oh, I could go on and on. A lot of commercials, too, A lot! 
One day, I received an unexpected audition call at Universal for 
THE MUNSTERS. I knew very little about the show, but I 
definitely wanted to try out,” 

‘They gave me one of Beverly Owen’s dresses, styled my hair 
like hers, and we shot the test on Wednesday. Less than 24 
hours later, 1 was signed and found myself working alongside 
seasoned pros, a ner\'e-wracking prospect.” 

"Well. I shouldn't have womed.” she chuckled. "We bonded, 
personally and professionally. Yvonne and I had boys the same 
age; we’d eat lunch together and compare parenting notes. And 
I’d also go to the studio commissary with A1 and Fred, still in 

full make-up and 
costume. That always 
caused a stir!” 

Pat credits 
traditional family 
values as THE 
MUNSTERS' finest 
contribution to pop 
TV history, a quality 
surely missing from 
present-day 
programming. 

In her view, “wc 
were a healthy functional household. Uncle Herman worked. 
Aunt Lily kept hiiuse, and Eddie and Marilyn attended school. 
We ate together at the same table and discussed our problems 
openly. There was no bratty, sarcastic kids and angry, 
screaming parents. Good advice was always given and 
arguments quickly resolved.” 

Butch Patrick — known to millions as precocious Eddie 
Munster — echoed Pat’s sentiments, adding: 

“A strong father and mother image kept us together. The 
family supported one another; we shared what was going on in 
our lives, together and separately. Joe Connelly and Bob 
Mosher made their reputations producing LEAVE IT TO 
BEAVER, so a little of that carried over. We had awesome 
guest stars, cool cars, fascinating special effects, and Fred's 
brilliantly conceived Herman. How could it not be a winning 
formula?” 



"That's what good writing can accomplish. We did quite a 
few shows devoted to sports, because Fred loved them. And 
the interaction down in the dungeon with Grampa was 
priceless! Just a great rapport between Fred and Al.” 

By 1966, the monster craze was unfortunately waning, and 
America stood uneasily al the brink of a new, socially volatile 
period. Political assassinations, an unpopular foreign war, 
student protests, racial tensions, and a growing drug culture 
would soon crow'd the national landscape. In comparison, 
television shows espousing traditional "family values” seemed 
quaint, if not downright antiquated. 

Networks were already switching to "all color” schedules, and 
established blaek and white shows either made the tran.sition 
(like LOST IN SPACE and BEWITCHED) or faced 
cancellation. MCA execs contemplated lensing THE 
MUNSTERS in color, but estimated costs proved prohibitive. 

Then, pow! Batmania hit. ABC’s campy Juggernaut look 
America by storm, and stars Adam West and Burl Ward were 
catapulted from obscurity — raising third-rated ABC out of 
Nielsen's dungeons. To the dismay of monster lovers, 
BA'PMAN's Thursday night cliffhanger conclusion ran 
opposite THE MUNSTERS. 

Change came rapidly. Soon, THE MUNSTERS ajid THE 
ADDAMS FAMILY were given their walking papers, 
cancelled due to sliding ratings. The w'onderful era of “monster 
television” had reached its poignant end. 

Herman and crew exited with a big screen bang: MUNSTER. 
GO HOME, released June 15, 1966. Fans could al last sec 
their favorite ghouls (minus one) in all their colorful glory.

Knotts’ THE GHOST AND MR. CHICKEN was a co- 
feature. a potent combination), and cash registers chimed from 
Maine to California. 

Pat wasn’t asked to reprise Marilyn — instead, the part went to 
ingenue Debbie Watson, familiar to Boomers from NBC's 
short-lived teen frolic, KAREN and later, ABC's compone 
Friday night comedy, TAMMY. 

It’s a jarring switch. Debbie gives a perky and bright 
performance, but her emotional connection to the original show 
is nil. She'll always be a replacement, not the “genuine 
article.” Marilyn had already burned herself into the public 
consciousness as a vivacious, sexy blonde, not a bouncy 
cheerleader-type. Pat Priest was an integral part of the 
ensemble; her absence in the film version is keenly felt. 

“They came down and told me 1 wasn’t doing the movie.” she 
confessed. “At 27, I was too old. What, did 1 age overnight? 
1 cried like a baby, and Al, the sweetest man, comforted me. 
Fred and Al talked with the producers, but Universal wanted to 
use their contract player." 

“I made a few movies after THE MUNSTERS, like THE 
INCREDIBLE T’V\ 0 HEADED TRANSPLANT and EASY 

COME, EASY 
GO, with Elvis, 
and pretty much 
retired. Nobody 
knew where I’d 
gone or how to 
get in touch with 
me." 

Added Butch, 
“We were doing 
a late night shoot, 
and as the 
Munster Koach 
drove away, that 
was it. Say 
goodbye, cause 
you’re done. A 
significant

appreciate until much later.” 

But THE MUNSTERS didn’t 
die; they survived cancellation to 
gain immortality in syndication’s 
ghostly realm. 

The show has inspired spin-offs 
and sequels; THE MUNSTERS 
TODAY (1988- 1 991, a 
syndicated series cheaply done on 
videotape (featuring John Schuck 
and Lee Meriwether), THE 
-MUNSTERS REVENGE (1981) 
TV movie reuniting Gwynne, 
Lewis, and DeCarlo, and two high 
-profile specials on the Fox 
Network (HERE COME THE 
MUNSTERS and THE

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NEW ADDAMS FAMILY, broadcast Sunday, 

October 30. 1977), and provided a witty template 
for two handsomely-mounted big screen 
adaptations starring Angelica Houston as Morticia 
and Raul Julia, a spot-on Gomez. 1 once thought 
no one could replace Astin and Jones, but this 
powerhouse ensemble gave them a run for their 
money, and the look of the films was absolutely 
jaw-dropping. 

Though both clans depended on sight gags and 
slapstick for humor, The Addamses eschewed 
character make-ups and seemed, upon first glance, 
to be relatively normal. Except for Uncle Fester, 
who was often seen with a light bulb in his mouth. 

Oh, and maybe Lurch, with his dead-pan. cotpse- 
likc face. And 
Grandmama. with her 
Iright wig. Not that I think 
about it, they were indeed 
creepy and more than a 
little ooky...and the 
impression they've left 
has entered the realm of 
our public consciousness. 

TV’s first families of fright continue to charm 
and fascinate. Their target audience — then and 
now — includes Universal monster aficionados, 
sentimental Baby Boomers, “oldsters,” kids, and 
anyone who can appreciate good solid comedy. 

Happily, I’m right smack dab in that 
demographic. 

If called upon to pinpoint the best years for 
monsters and those Boomers who loved them. 

1964-66 would be my choice. At every turn, 
another new and “horrible” horror awaited! 

Vincent Price, Boris Karloff, Christopher Lee and 
Peter Cushing were wreaking diabolical havoc at 
the movies; TWILIGHT ZONE, JOHP^Y 
QUEST, and THE OUTER LIMITS freaked us 
out weekly in our living (or was it “dying?”) 
rooms, and a plethora of monstrous magazines — 
with FAMOUS MONSTERS leading the 
charge- 
raised 
collective 
hackles! 

1 did my bit 
for the cause 
by collecting gum cards 
(SPOOK STORIES and 
MONSTER 
MIDGEES), assembling 
a veritable army of 
Aurora monsters, and 
trying my artistic hand at 
Hasbro’s paint-by- 
number monster portraits. 
A W'OLFMAN Pez 
accompanied me to 
school (you haven’t lived 
till you’ve eaten a Pez

candy regurgitated by Lon Chaney, Jr.), and Sunday afternoons 
were spent drawing other-worldly alien.s and flesh-eating 
zombies. I put together Jaymar Universal monster puzzles, 
burned off calories by twisting furiously to THE MONSTER 
MASH, and dreamed of Halloween. 

Autumn of 1964 rolled around, and more monstrous wonders 
loomed — including two deliciously bizarre TV families quite 
different from my own. Need 1 mention their names? 

Suddenly, I had a new obsession! ADDAMS and 
MUNSTERS memorabilia crept stealthily into iny bedroom, 
elbowing aside the more staid monsters. I built their model kits 
(Aurora’s very cool MUNSTERS LIVI^G ROOIM diorama 
and THE ADDAMS FAMILY HAUNTED HOUSE), 
“punched out” paper dolls (hey. Tin a completist ), licked my 
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tongue raw with sticker books, played 
with and broke assorted toys, ogled 
View-Masters, stashed coinage in a 
“THING” bank, read paperbacks and 
comics, and scoured department stores 
for more. 


Insatiable? You bet! 

At age Ilyears of age, 1 couldn’t get 
enough, and now- -at 58 — not even 
AARP solicitations, cataracts, and 
arthritic joints dampen my collector’s 
enthusiasm. And I’m not alone! Misty-eyed Boomers arc 
fueling an ever-growing nostalgia market designed to help 
them recapture their misplaced childhoods. We have retro this, 
retro that, ..but if you want to sec it all in action, attend a 
celebrity autograph show! 

Where else can you sec Major Tony Nelson (Larry Hagman) 
sitting next to Jeannic (Barbara Eden), as if not a day has 
passed since 1970 and the untimely cancellation of I DREAM 
OF JEANNIE? Or Adam West and Burt Wad debating 
politics with the decidedly portly and balding boys from MY 
THREE SONS (Don Grady, Stanley Livingston, and “little” 
brother Barry Livingston)? 

Autograph shows are amazing cultural “happenings,” 
generating big bucks for promoters and celebrities alike. Ah. 
but it’s the fans who reap truly cosmic benefits! They get to 
meet legends who’ve helped weave the tapestries of their 
younger (and perhaps happier) lives. 

Pat Priest has experienced this phenomena first-hand. “One 
day. years ago, my son. Pierce, was visiting. He noticed fan 
letters inside my desk drawer and chided me for not answering 
them I agreed, but 1 had no photos!” 

Van (THE GREEN HORNET) Williams suggest Pat speak 
to Kevin Burns, possibly the world’s foremost collector of 
MUNSTERS memorabilia. 

“Kevin said, ‘sure, let’s have lunch, and we can look through 
my stuff. ' The sheer volume of his collection floored me!” 
laughed Pat. “We settled on a good selection of different shots. 
Pierce and my daughter-in-law' compiled a little catalog, and 
the charge w’ould cover envelopes and boards. It became so 
successful, they began handling photo requests for other 


celebrities, like Carol (THE SHUTTERED ROOM) Lynley 
and Pamela Sue (THE POSEIDON ADVENTURE; NANCY 
DREW MYSTERIES) Martin, 

Pat’s first signing was at Ray Court’s show in Los Angeles, an 
event that pleasantly surprised her. 

“I hadn’t done anything MUNSTERS-relatcd in years, and the 
thought of my being ’out there’ was more than frightening. 
Van sent me to Barbara Luna for much-needed pointers. We 
met, she took me to a stationery store, and I bought all the 
proper pens and everything else. I needed only one more thing: 
courage!” 

“When 1 arrived and set up my table, dozens of MUNSTERS 
fans stopped by to say hello and how much they loved our 
show'. 1 was flabberga.sted. We’d done something worthwhile, 
after all! A very gratifying feeling.” 

Fun, educational, and profitable, autograph collecting is a 
hobby that transcends generational boundaries. It’s also 
relatively inexpensive and easy! I began my own collection 43 
years ago, in 1968. concentrating on vintage Hollywood. As 
photos poured in, I branched out into several diverse areas. The 
only caveat? Each signature must have personal significance. 

Since THE MUNSTERS and ADDAMS FAMILY kept me 
company as 1 navigated some rough childhood waters, their 
significance goes witliout saying. 

It's funny, but deep within my boyish heart, 1 fully believe 
THE MUNSTERS and ADDAMS FAMILY were “real,” 
living just south of the everyday. It never occurred to me that I 
could send them a heartfelt letter and receive an autographed 
photo in return. That w'ould’ve been like asking my neighbors 
for an 8 X 10 glossy! 
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Post-MUNSTERS, Kred Gwynne preferred to 
keep Hernian very much a part of his past, so if you 
can find an authentically-signed “Hermie” photo, 
grab it. ..but expect to pay a premium! I procured 
my two fi'om a respected west coast autograph 
dealer.. Nonetheless, according to Pat, Gwynne 
Hally refused to sign photos of Hennan Munster! 

“I-rcd wouldn't have his picture taken with Al, 
and they’d been the best of friends. He wouldn’t 
sign any MUNSTERS autographs or do interviews 
associated with the show. Fred felt Herman was a 
canoon character, and he disliked being thought of 
it that way. Wc all knew he was a superb actor and 
very capable of doing any number of things.” 

“Serious” acting aspirations notwithstanding, 

Gwynne eyed his bank account and again donned 
greasepaint and electrodes for THE MUNSTERS 
REVENGE (NBC, 1981 ), a tailed pilot padded to 
TV movie length. Yvonne DeCarlo and Al Lewis 
came along for the ride, jumping into their 
graveyard finery and taking residence at 1313 
Mockingbird Lane. 

Lensed in color, much loo brightly-lit and lacking 
heart, THE MUNSTERS REVENGE is a humorless affair. 
Instead of concentrating on what made them irresistible 
(intricate sets, inventive direction, Herman’s child-like antics, 
take your pick), focus shifted uncomfortably to “guest star" Sid 
Caesar and his worn-out vaudeville schtick. 

Continuity proved awkward. Marilyn and Eddie’s shoes were 
filled by younger generic actors, and Lily had grown fat. Vic 
Mizzy’s musical score lacked its old 60s verve. Rather than 
mining much-loved territory with THE MUNSTERS’ famous 
opening theme (created by Jack 
Marshall), Mizzy recycled a 
“cutesie" tune from 
HALLOWEEN WITH THE 
NEW ADDAMS FAMILY, 
another unsuccessful reunion 
special broadcast a year and a 
half earlier, also on NBC. 

Gwynne was still refusing to 
discuss Herman Munster in 
1988, when I covered the 
production of Stephen King’s 
PET SEMATARY for 
FANGORIA. Fred co-starred 
as Jed Crandall, and elderly 
"Mainer" intimately involved 
with the eerie "pet sematary’s" 
evil power. Paramount’s 
publicist gave me but one 
instruction before my PS set 
visit; should 1 interview him. do 
not mention THE 
MUNSTERS! No other 
subjects were verboten. 

What, not mention THE 
MUNSTERS? Impossible! 

Maybe it’s a good thing 
circumstances prevented me 
from speaking to Mr. Gw>'nne. 


Instead, I skulked home and hugged my Herman Munster 
talking puppet. At least he didn’t mind muttering a few choice 
“Munsterisms.” 

Ironically, photos of Herman headlined Gwymne’s obituary 
(July 2, 1993 ), and the first credit mentioned in newspapers and 
on entertainment shows was THE MUNSTERS. Let’s face 
facts- -more fans know Fred Gwynne from THE MUNSTERS 
than his books, stage appearances, and other sundry film and 
television endeavors combined. It’s simply a delightful reality. 

If you think finding an 
autographed Herman Munster 
photo is tough, it wilts in 
comparison to some of the 
ADDAMS FAMILY 
signatures! 

Astin, Loring and Weatherwax 
regularly sign for fans, but death 
has made anything related to 
Cassidy, Jones, and Coogan a 
hot commodity on the secondary 
market, Experienced collectors 
are patient and innovative, 
Sooner or later, you’ll find that 
elusive autograph, if you’re 
smart and have deep enough 
pockets. 

A word of warning! Be very 
cautious before purchasing any 
vintage {or not so vintage) 
autographed item if its priced 
ridiculously low. Carolyn Jones 
signed “Morticia” photos are 
scarce as hen’s teeth, but I’ve 
seen them offered on eBay 
practically every week. 
Beware! Educated collectors do 
their homework and can spot a 
forgery instantly. 
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Though eBay might be an excellent source 
for signed photos, it’s a minefield to maneuver 
if you're naive. Educate yourself! Study 
signatures and don’t be an impulsive buyer. 
Tons of good feedback doesn’t always mean 
the Seller is 100% honest. Read any negatives 
carefully and proceed with caution. 

Cassidy is THE most desirable ADDAMS 
signature; his moniker on an image of Lurch 
punches up the collectability quotient (recent 
opening bid on eBay: $4.50.00!). Coogan’s 
’’Fester” follows close behind. ..yet, they pale 
next to wild-haired Blossom Rock! If an 
autographed photo of Grandmama actually 
exists, you can bet the price is astronomical. 


Take my advice and stick to collecting 
autographs from those cast members 
still amongst us. Much better for the 
bank account, and your collection will 
grow faster. 

Speaking of casts, aren’t we fortunate 
(as fans and collectors) to have been 
provided with such unique and totally 
endearing ensembles? 

Nowhere i.s this charm more evident 
than in the ribald, sassy chemistry 
bctw'een Grampa Dracula (he’s Lily 's 
dad. remember?) and his addle-brained 
son-in-law'. Herman. 

What red-blooded American kid didn’t 
want a pet vampire bat named Igor? 

And really, who could ever forget 
Grampa’s joyously maniacal cackle? Or 
that very cool lab, always awash in fog? 

Lew'is and Gwynne co-started on 
another Baby Boomer TV gem, CAR 
54, WHERE ARE YOE?, but their 
MENSTERS shenanigans are what 


define broad situation comedy “give and 
take.” They were a great team, one for 
the Ages. 

Sadly, nothing lasts forever. A1 Lewis 
died in 2005, at age 83. 

“He began to have difficulties, and I’d 
call and talk to his wife Karen, a lovely, 
lovely lady,” Pat Priest told us. 
“Toward the end, AI lost the will to live. 
FIc had diabetes, a botched angioplasty, 
a leg amputated and toes taken oft his 
other foot. Too much for anyone to 
bear.” 

“My husband and I were driving to our 
condo and heard Al’s death announced 
on the radio. I w'as so tom up -I cried 
all the way home. Later, I contacted 
Karen and his son, Ted, and offered my 
condolences.” 

“Al always impressed me as very 
healthy, very sharp, an incredible man,” 
reminisced Pat. “A kind, considerate 
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and understanding person. We were friends for 40 
years and saw one another periodically. I’ll always 
have fond memories of him.” 

On January 8, 2007. MUNSTERS fans also bid 
adieu to Yvonne DeCarlo. Unlike Gwynne and 
Lewis, she had a genuine movie star pedigree, and 
her career spanned from “sand and sandal” sagas 
of the 40s through mega-budgeted epics like Cecil 
B. DcMillc’s THE in COMMANDMENTS and 
RAGE OF ANGEES. co-starring Clark Gable. 

The small screen brought this multi-talented 
perfonner what DeMille could not: world-wide 
fame. 

Yvonne was an ideal Lily Munster and wisely 
knew when to underplay her sitcom-seasoned 
teammates. In that creative process— which 
couldn't have been easy, given their comedic 


expertise — she left an indelible impression of 
warmth, understanding, and startling beauty. 

As the decades pass. 1 964 becomes more 
hazy, almost like a dream, Thanks to 
syndication, DVD. TV LAND, and NICK 
AT NTTE, part of that dream remains fresh 
and new. Grampa continues to experiment 
endlessly in his lab, and Lurch tickles the 
ivories of an elegant harpsichord. 

Could it be a fascination with monsters and 
all things macabre that have kept THE 
MUNSTERS and ADDAMS FAMILY so 
vital?

irst of all, the nomen, “Mad Scientif5t” is, to 
me. a misnomer! I believe that collectively 
they should actually be referred to as 
W annoyed scientists since they are certainly 
more annoyed (at either something or someone. ..or 
both) than being actually mad. However, The 
Maddest of the MAD SCIENTISTS are. indeed, 
quite certifiably mad. And, trying to come up with 
a list of the maddest could itself be considered 
“mad!” Nevertheless, an attempt shall be made. 

There are plenty of candidates for the MSOTY 
(Mad Scientist of the Year) award so I think it 
appropriate to set up a few rules. What makes a 
scientist “annoyed” or, more to the point, mad? In 
most cases, there was some past wrong exacerbated 
by an overly ambitious ego, a possible hunger for 
power, wealth, revenge, and love all mixed 
together to make him legitimately annoyed! It is 
not necessarily a grudge that he is carrying but how 
he goes about manifesting that grudge and what 
he does about it that places him on our mad 
scientist list. And our MSOTY candidate must be 
actively pursuing his demented and egotistically 
personal goals to qualify. 

And then there are those scientists who arc 
victims of their own work. With the best of 
intentions, to paraphrase Murphy Law (“what can 
go wrong will go wrong”), is to say, happens! 
And we all know the path to hell is paved with 
good intentions. So, no matter what the loftiest 
of goals or the highest of intentions is (such as 
the “betterment of mankind”) the scientist’s 
creation somehow got out of their control. In this 
respect these scientists are certainly not mad. just 
victims of circumstances (as imagined by the 
writers, producers and directors and brought to 
life by the individual actors). Since these 
scientists were not actively involved in the results 
of their work, no matter how horrendous the 
consequences, they arc therefore essentially 
victim.s and I would not classify them as mad. 

There arc plenty of examples of fairly normal 
scientists doing reasonable work that, through no 
fault of their own, results in horrific problems

military or government. For example. Dr, Ed 
Wainwright (Peter Graves) of THE 
BEGINNING OF THE END, an entomologist, 
was experimenting with ways to increase the size 
of food stuffs. Insects ate the “super food,” grew 
in size, and caused all sorts of mayhem. In this 
case the scientist was certainly not mad and he 
even became a hero when he devised a means to 
destroy The grasshopper/locusts thereby saving 
Chicago. 

Some scientists, such as Prof. Gerald Deemer 
(Leo G. Carroll: TAR.\NTELA), through the 
actions of a 
colleague who 
injected him with a 
growth hormone, 
became disfigured 
and mad. His 
unfortunate state has 
no real bearing on 
the arachnid star of 
that film and 
ultimately 


inconsequential. 

What I want to 
focus on are those 
scientists who are

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truly very much mad. This means they are vain, 
self-centered, amoral (“what is a life or two [or 
more!] compared to ruling the world!”), the-end- 
justifies-The-means mentality, mean-spirited, cold- 
hearted, totally unsympathetic, etc. (it’s a long list 
of adjeptives). These scientist will definitely cut 
their own noses to spite their faces, And, most 
likely, just to get warmed up, they practice 
walking over their mother’s grave before 
breakfasl each morning, Now that is mad! 

What also must be acknowledged here is what 
the specific actors bring to their roles in the films. 

The part is written for a mad scientist but how this 
is played is key. (I am purposely ignoring those 
comedies in which the "mad scientist” is played as 
an over-the-top character). Obviously some 
actors are belter at it than others and this must be 
taken into consideration in the choices. If the actor 
does not have the chops to convince the audience 
of his madness, even though the part may be well 
written, then they are not on the list. It is a tough 
and cruel world out there and with such stiff 
competition we have to be choosy in whom to 
consider. If you are a true mad scientist then you 
must be irrevocably mad. 

In no particular order, here is my lop 10 "extremely 
annoyed scientists with prejudice” list. To try to prioritize 
the list, who is the maddest of the mad, second maddest of 
the mad. etc., is madness itself! 

[.A special word. Left to just themselves, the “Killer B's,” 
both Boris and Bela, would easily dominate the top 10 list 
in the many mad scientist roles they have played. So, just 
to even out the competition somewhat we will limit 
ourselves to just one film each from Karloff and Lugosi 
and even with that it is still a tough choice.) 

1) Dr. Rigas (Lionel Atwili; MAD MADE MONSTER, 
1941) In one dialog exchange Dr. Rigas proudly 
proclaims. "I am (mad). So w'as Archimedes. Galileo, 
Newton, Pasteur, Lister, and all die others who dared to 
dream.” Well, those other great scientist were certainly 
not mad which goes to show how mad Rigas really is 
and his use of Dynamo Dan as a guinea pig is criminally 
mad. 

2) Dr. Carmthers (Bela Lugosi; THE DEVIL B.AT. 1940) 
Anyone w'ho creates giant bats and subsequently trains 
them to attack humans is unquestionably mad. It would 
be far easier to stage some accident or pay a hit man to 
do the work instead of going to all the trouble and 
expense to deal with bats. I get a chill down my spine 
whenever I hear the mad Dr. Carrulhers in his rich 

accent say to his 
victims, "good 
bye.” It has an 
interesting and 
creepy tone of 
finality. 

3) Dr. Peter 
Bartel (Martin 
Kosleck; THE 

F L E S H 
E.ATERS, 1964) 
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While developing an electricity-based technique to 
destroy flesh-eating bacteria Bartel causes the organisms 
to mutate and grow into a giant amoeba. With his sinister 
)ks Kosleck plays a 
ite demented marine 
3logist. 

Dr. Jane Tiptree 
Diane Ladd; 
^RNOSAUR. 1993) 
lis is a no-brainer. 
\er all, anyone who 
ints to let dinosaurs 
)opulate the earth and 
)lace mankind is a 
ser child for mad 
enlists.

Dr. Moreau (Charles 
ughton; ISLAND OF 
LOST SOULS, 1933) 
Laughton is superb as a 
wickedly cunning and 
vile protagonist, just the 
right mix for madness. 
Turning animals into 
human-like creatures is 
freakishly mad. 

6) Dr. Frederick Klaus 
(Myron Natwick; 
PROJECT VAMPIRE, 
1992) The idea of 
developing a “super 
serum” that will give 
vampires a “key to 
longevity” seems quite 
mad to me. After all, 
aren’t vampires already 
supposed to have the key 
to longevity by being 
immortal? With 
Dracula’s many 
reincarnations he has no need 
for a super serum, 
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Oliver Frank (Donald Murphy; 
FRANKENSTEIN’S DAUGHTER 
1958) Conducting experiments to revive 
the dead (in a secret lab in someone 
else's house no less!) easily qualities as a 
mad scientist. The cold, steely look in 
Frank’s eyes adds much to his on screen 
madness.

1973) Do vve really have to discuss why 
anyone in their right mind would want to 
turn a human into a snake?

9) Dr. Herbert West 
(Jeffrey Combs; RE- 
ANIMATOR. 1985) 
Creating artificial life is a 
real worldwide program 
that has made significant 
advances at the cellular and 
molecular levels. Whole 
organisms and bodies arc, 
however, a completely 
different matter. Dr. West 
gleefully goes about his 
madness and seems way 
too cavalier about his 
results 

10) Dr. Laurience (Boris 
Karlofi'; THE M AN WHO 
LIVED AGAIN, 1936) 


The notion of a ’'famous 
brain surgeon” (Laurience) 
devising ways to swap the 
thoughts, emotions, 
feelings, etc. between two 
brains (against the others 
wishes) is quite mad. And 
Laurience docs this to not 
only obtain a young body 
for his own self-serving 
reasons but to also avoid 
the police. 

As I mentioned above there is 
still competition for MSOTY, 
For example, here are some 
’"pretty dam close" to mad 
scientists who are serious rivals 
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for the others: 

Dr. Cyclops (Albert Dekker; DR. CYCLOPS) is obsessed 
with miniaturization without concern. 

Dr, Gogol (Peter Lorre; MAD LOVE) is obsessed over a love 
interest. 

Dr. Lorenzo Cameron (George Zucco: MAD MO^STER) is 
obsessed over revenge at all costs. And Dr, Andrew Forbes 
(George Zucco; THE FLYING SERPENT) is also obsessed 
over revenge (Zucco may have a theme going here). 

Dr. Meirschultz (Horace Carpenter) and Dr, Maxwell (Bill 
Woods): MANIAC are obsessed over being the greatest 
scientists ever. Their ranting and 
raving about controlling the world is 
even scarier than this magazine! 

And. finally, this brings us to “Dr. 
John Carradine.” lie has so many mad 
scientists roles that he will be the 
subject of a future article. 

Should any of the top 10 fall then 
anyone of the also-rans can easily lake 
their place. (There is much in-fighting 
and bickering over who is next in line.)

ack in issue 43 of SCARY MONSTERS 
MAGAZINE, the world was introduced to 
a brand new horror host. The article was 
written by Dick Nitelinger (Dick 
Ciolcmbicwski), an expert in Wisconsin television 
history and the perfect ambassador for spreading the 
news that his state had a new host to call their own. 

Sadly, in March 2009, Mr. Ciolcmbicwski passed 
away at the age of 51. This was a terrible loss to 
local historians, particularly those interested in 
Midwestern horror hosts, and a tremendous blow to 
his close friend and subject of the 2002 article. Dr. 

Destruction (Dale Wamboldt). Had he been alive 
today, it would not doubt give Mr, Golembiewski 
great satisfaction to know that DR. 
DESTRtCTION’S CRIMSON THEATER, the 
show he had heralded nearly a decade ago, 
continues to thrive on Wisconsin television while 
growing ever stronger. 

Back on October, I drove up from Chicago to 
commune with Dr. Destruction by his invitation. 

Though I had met him briefly before at an event in 
Indianapolis, I must admit I was a lad nervous. At 
nearly 6’'5” tall, this imposing character was 
intimidating to say the least. Interacting with him 
outside of a convention hall, and on his own turf, 
left me wondering what I had gotten myself into. 1 
arrived at the Jeriy Smith Pumpkin Farm located in 
Kenosha, Wisconsin during the height of the 
Halloween season. After taking in some of the 
wonderful sights and smells that the festival had to 
offer, I began searching for the elusive host. 

Needless to say. locating him would not be an 
issue. 

Towards the back of the fairgrounds, I noticed 
something that prompted me to nearly drop the 
homemade apple cider 
I'd been sipping while 
navigating the crowds. 

There, before the 
entrance of a 
“Haunted Forest," was a replica of 
the old gyp-sy wagon seen in the 
original Universal classic, THE 
WOLF M.AN. As my eyes 
slowly adjusted to this amazing 
sight, I noticed the subject of my 
quarry sealed inside the cart and 
selling tickets. Wearing his 
customary top hat. his painted 


white face and darkened eyes creating the illusion of a ghoulish 
specter, was Dr. Destruction. Reminding myself that there was 
still time to quickly return to my vehicle and head back to 
Chicago, our eyes locked, and I had not choice but to proceed. 

After encouraging me to lake a walk through his HAUNTED 
FOREST, an attraction Dr. Destruction not only built himself 
but has been featured at the pumpkin farm every year since 
1991. T was invited to join him inside the wagon he'd so 
skillfully crafted. As I slowly entered, T felt as if 1 was stepping 
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into the celluloid world of a classic film I had 
grown up an avid fan of Instantly transported 
back to my childhood. I began wondering how 
someone so incredibly creative could have 
acquired the name of ‘'Destruction.” 

The inside of the wagon was equally as 
appealing, adorned with an assortment of monster 
figures, costumes, and props. As a monster fan. 
this is what I had always imagined Heaven would 
look like. I had planned spending an hour with Dr. 

Destmetion but would remain there for three, the 
time passing so fast that I'd hardly notice. The 
Wisconsin host is a quick wit and a natural 
comedian. In the three hours I spent during the 
visit. I couldn't remember the last time I had 
laughed so hard. As I sat behind him, watching 
him humorously interact with his guests, I couldn’t 
help but feel as if I was witnessing an actual hoiTor 
hosted show with myself as its only audience. 

In between customers, Dr. Destruction spoke n r * x-

proceeding to tell me all the things he had accomplished since. 
One of the things that makes horror hosts so special is their 

connection to their 
local communities. It 
can be argued that 
none have retained 
this time honored 
tradition more so than 
Dr. Destruction. As 
he spoke, I was 
awestruck at all his 
achievements which 
had even included an 
official run for Mayor 
of Kenosha! This 
revelation prompted 
me to remember the 
aspiration of Dr. 
Destmetion had for 
his show in its early 
years, as written by 
Dick Nitclinger. I 
smiled as it occurred 
to me that if SCARY MONSTERS MAGAZINE #43 was Dr, 
Destruction's campaign platfonn, he would have succeeded 
where most politicians fail; he'd have kept all his promises! 

Dale grew up in Kenosha and had always been a huge fan of 
classic monsters. "I used to put up all my Aurora monster 
models in my room as a kid,” reflected Dale. “I’d invite my 
friends over and we'd pretend we were touring a wax 
museum.” When his local Roosevelt Theater featured 
Chicago's original Svengoolie (Jerry G. Bishop) as a guest. 
Dale made sure he was in attendance. “To me that was the 
ultimate celebrity and to be like him the ultimate dream,” he 
told me. “In my world, Svengoolie was bigger than any other 
Hollywood star and seeing him topped The Beatles.” Having 
grown up idolizing Bishop’s successor, Rich Koz, J completely 
understood. 

The name Dr, Destmetion had been adopted by Dale years 
before the idea of hosting would ever occur to him. It would 


initially become 
his stage name 
while performing 
in his Goth band, 
“Die Monster Die” 
and retained while 
entertaining 
visitors of his 
various haunted 
attractions. While 
developing his 
“host” character, 
childhood friend 
and original 
director of THE 
CRIMSON 
THEATER. 
David Spring, told 
him it would be 
best for him to 
hold on to his 
established moniker. Seeking a television audience via 
Kenosha public access, it would be advantageous to have a 
name that the locals already recognized. While logically this 
made sense. Dale initially thought it was the “stupidest name 
ever.” Regardless, he conceded to his friend and remains Dr. 
Destruction to this day. 

As “Dr. Destruction,” Dale would not only fulfill his wish in 
becoming a host but actively participate in Kenosha public 
events as well. While continuing his Halloween traditions at 
the Jerry Smith Pumpkin Farm, along with special tours of his 
“Haunted bus.” he was not content in being active during the 
Fall season alone. Aside from customary marches in lowm 
parades and appearances at local stores. Dr. Destruction would 
continue to make his presence known throughout the year. He 
would accomplish this by drawing upon hi.s own creativity and 
developing new ways to ingratiate local fans to hi.< favorite 
genre. Perhaps this was never more evident than his utilizing a 
Kenosha dinosaur museum as a venue for celebrating Toho’s 
legendary GODZILLA. Despite the museum’s initial

darker side of aitistic expression. Realizing 
that this group is often overlooked by 
mainstream galleries. Dr. Destruction 
wanted them to have an opportunity to 
share their work with a larger audience. 
This, too, would prove successful and has 
recently been expanded from a daytime 
attraction into the evening hours via his 
"Summer of Lovecraft Festival.” The

The heart of any horror host, 
however, lies with their show, Since 
the original SCARY MONSTERS 
piece, DR. DESTRUCTION’S 
CRIMSON THEATER has gone 
through an amazing evolution. 

Around the time that SCARY 
MONSTERS #43 saw print, David 
Spring moved from Kenosha 
eventually relocating to Las Vegas. 

As the two had worked closely 
together in collaborating on the show, 
the fledgling host was now left solely 
in charge. Destruction was up to the 
challenge and was soon joined by a 
new director. Ralph Pito. Pito and 
Destruction instantly “clicked" and he 
has remained an integral part of the 
show ever since. 

Dick Nitelinger, who met Dr. 

Destruction via David Spring, 
remained a presence on the show long 
after his SCARY MONSTERS story 
saw print. He assisted in making 
suggestions to the new host and also 
supplied him with some comedic 
material he’d written as well. 

Initially, Destruction was nervous 
while in Nitclinger’s presence due to Destruction With current sWeklek Dead^ar Winters, and former sidekicks The Bed 
his connection with Wisconsin’s Buq and Tatiana. 


“classic” TV hosts such as Touloose 

NoNeck and Dr. Cadaverino whom he had grown up with. In 
one of the show’s most memorable moments, the legendary 
Touloose (Rick Felski made a guest appearance on THE 
CRIMSON THEATER bringing the classic and modem hosts 
together! The camera shy Nitelinger was also a guest at this 
event and. while he'd make a few more reluctant appearances, 
preferred making his contributions behind the scenes. 

Nitelinger would also assist in helping to create characters for 
the show, This would later become a source of contention 
between the two as Dr. Destmetion showed 
little restraint in whom he would allow 
access to his program. Having been a 
musician in several Goth and Punk bands. 

Destruction began acting as if THE 
CRIMSON THEATER was more a concert 
than a TV show. The result was chaos both 
in front and behind the camera and Nitelinger 
became concerned that Destruction’s 
personal life was hindering the overall 
quality of the program. “I indulged myself 
with the show and basically just did what I 
wanted,” confesses Destruction. “I was 
having too much fun.” 

In the original SCARY MONSTERS piece 
Destruction expressed interest in finding both 
male and female sidekicks. He would end up 
having plenty of both. As of this date, he has 
had over a dozen sidekicks with memorable 
names such as Eyegore, Wolfgang Von 
Screwball, The Great Lampini, Tatiana, Sore 


Johnson, Mr. Graves the Butler, Rabina, Dearest, and most 
recently. Deadgar Winters. While this did help to keep the 
show fresh it would also become the source of unnecessary 
drama. During an on-air “dinner party" episode, Dr. 
Destruction made the mistake of inviting all the sidekicks to 
come together for a single show. This would eventually lead to 
an altercation between some of the sidekicks who were 
apparently jealous of their hosts attention, Destruction angrily 
put an end to the commotion while allowing the footage to air 
uncut. Future “dinner parties” were 
eventually banned by the station itself, and 
Destruction had no choice but to consider that 
his friend, Nitelinger, was right. 

Ultimately, however, it would be the public 
that would inspire a paradigm shift for the 
headstrong Destruction. “I was out in the 
community and suddenly discovered that I 
had an incredibly diverse audience,” he 
explained. “Grandparents and grandchildren 
were watching the show every week, and 
often together. I knew that it was time to 
become more responsible and tone things 
down a bit.” 

It was not until 2010 that 1 would be 
introduced to Dr, Destruction. Having grown 
up a huge fan of the second Svengoolic (Rich 
Koz), I was eager to expand my knowjedge of 
hosts. When I first watched an episode of 
DR. DESTRUCTION’S CRIMSON 
THEATER I was first impressed by his 
character’s appearance. This had also 
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Dave on the set with Dr. Destruction- 


changed from his earlier days as Destruction opted 
to ditch the long black wig in favor of showcasing 
his own natural, shoulder length hair. This decision 
was based on one of the show’s most 
unintentionally funny moments. During and on-air 
rant. Dr. Destruction was supposed to hurl a wicker 
chair abross the set. Unfortunately, the wig got 
tangled in it which meant that it too would find its 
way across the stage should Destruction release his 
grip. Frustrated, and unable to make a move, our 
chagrined host stood staring at the camera while 
conceding. ‘There’s a chair in my hair!" He would 
also later adopt a Dicken's style top hat, making his 
new look complete, 

As for the show’s dynamics, 1 can best describe it 
as sort of a macabre version of ‘The Tonight Show" 
featuring a horror host in place of a traditional one. 

Dr. Destruction sits at liis desk while having an 
open, unscripted conversation with his guests. 

These individuals range from other hosts, a colorfiil 
sidekick, or local personalities which may include 
(but arc not limited to) politicians, artisans, 

Kenosha residents, and even myself on a couple 
occasions to talk about our mutual love for 
GODZILLA films. 

It is, however, his connection to the working class 
that I was most impressed by. Raised by a blue 
collar/union worker. Dr. Destmetion not only 
exhibits the spirit of his late father’s work ethic via 
his own tireless schedule, but by also routinely 
paying homage to local Kenosha workers 
(devastated by the expoilation of jobs during the 
current economic crisis) themselves. Many of 
these, now' unemployed, individuals arc given star 
treatment on the CRIMSON THEATER along 
with a venue for which they can air their 
frustrations. Dr. Destruction provides them v\dth 
much needed support while genuinely treating them 
as the heroes he believes them to be. 

While he discusses a myriad of topics, his favorite 

subject is current events and politics. A highly obstruction with the late Dick Nitelinger. 
dogmatic individual. Dr. ^ 

Destruction swears no ^ 
allegiance to a particular 
political party and is the 
quintessential free-thinker 
and Independent, “I’ve 
always spoken my mind 
about things,” says 
Destruction. “Sometimes T 
later regret being so open 
about it but that's who I am." 

This has struck a chord with 
many of the local residents 
while further ingratiating 
himself to his viewing 
audience. It would be their 
encouragement that would 
eventually lead to his 
aforementioned run for 
Mayor in 2004. 


For those w'ho find the idea 
of a horror host becoming 
mayor far-fetched, I’d like to 
turn their attention to the 
town of Chalficid, Ohio nm 
by a certain David Lady. 
Not only is Mr, Lady his 
town’s mayor but also their 
local horror host, an 
accomplished ma.sk maker, 
and proprietor of a Haunted 
Hotel. For Kenosha 
residents, however, the idea 
wasn’t initially embraced. 
The two wasn’t sure what to 
make of their new' candidate 
who campaigned in full 
make-up while driving a 
hearse! While his run was

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unsuccessful, it was not without benefits. After witnessing his 
savvy on local issues, people began to take him much more 
seriously and he has since become close friends with the 
various individuals who now ser\'e his community. Although 
he never violated the use of his public station to further his 
agenda (which could not have been easy for the politically 
vocal Dr. Destruction) he further solidified his local celebrity 
status and has not ruled out the idea of running again. 

Despite his various projects, Dr. Destruction asserts that he is 
more committed to his show than ever. He has expanded his 
viewership to other parts of Wisconsin including Milwaukee. 
During a recent visit to the city, he was inundated with fans he 
scarcely knew he had. It is unfortunate that Dick Nitelinger is 
no longer here to witness this success, though he remains ever 
present on Destruction’s mind, “I’ll never forget that Monday 
night when 1 found out that Dick was gone,’’ said Destruction. 
“I was watching THE MONSTER FROM PIEDRAS 
BLANCAS and it made me think of him since he was a big fan 
of these type of movies too. He was literally on my mind when 
the phone rang and I was given the news.” 

Nitelinger was to be one of three major losses endured by Dr. 
Destruction during the last ten years. He would also lose two 
beloved friends and sidekicks, 
Brian Scott Phillips (“Sore 
Johnson”) and Don Lipke (“The 
Great Lampini”). “Your doing 
this horror show where you’re 
portraying an undead creature 
but, in the meantime, real life is 
always there in the background 
and is often much scarier,” says 
Destruction. Despite these 
tribulations, the show must go on 
and Destruction has actively

The story is set in the 
1930s, and the family 
of the late Sinas 
Cavinder have gathered for the reading of the will. Daniel 
Roebuck stars as 8 O'clock Farady a nosey reporter tiying 
to get the scoop on the reading of a will. There is a joke 
here. Deadlines are usually due by seven o'clock so Dan’s 
character must have missed more than a few. But there is 
more news here than just the reading of a will as family 
members are being killed off one by one. 

This movie has it all: secret passages, psychics, floating 
spirits, a masked villain, creatures in a locked room in the attic, 
and rampaging gorilla (played admirably the great Bob Bums). 

Besides Daniel Roebuck and Bob Bums, the cast includes 
such notables as Marvin Kaplan, Betty Garret. Jim Beaver 
(from DEADWOOD and SUPERNATURAL). Fay Materson, 
Jennifer Blaire, and other faces fan.s will be familiar with from 
some of Larry’s other films. 

If there is one Larry Blamire film to get, DARK AND 
STORMY NIGHT is the one. It is hilariously funny and well 
acted. It is clever, simple, yet well plotted. 

I was fortunate enough to connect with Larry Blamire for a 
super exclusive SCARY MONSTERS intcr\'icw. 

SCARY MONSTERS: You’ve had good success with 
science fiction. What made you want to do a mystery? 
LARRY BLAMIRE: Well. I love all genres. Well, almost 


all — not a big fan of musicals, though that doesn’t necessarily 
mean there isn’t one in our future. Sci-fi was a good hook for 
us, a nice starting point because it’s so much fun to spoof. 

Was there a conflict between deciding if you wanted to do a 
serious movie or a comedy, or had you already decided on a 
comedy? 

If you mean DARK AND STORMY NIGHT — no. that was 
intended as a comedy right from the start, 

How difficult was it to put everything in order? 

The usual ton of work I guess. Getting the look and feel of a 
genuine 30s movie on a limited budget was a challenge. The 
set was certainly a big deal; a convincing mansion with not a 
lot of money to spend. We shot it all on stage so production 
designer Tony Tremblay had his work cut out for him. He was 
more than up to the task. Same with costumers Kristin Burke 
and Kristina West. All did a fantastic job. 

Did you have any problems in pre-production? 
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well, ralhcr flat- your know, not very good. That met my need 
for an absolute minimum of effort on my part, keeping my 
mind relative free for directing. Ray was empty. The fact that 
Ray could steal anything mystifies me. Particularly with the 
wonderfully painted characters around me. 

What can WE do to get this film noticed so the film gets 
wider viewership? 

Thanks for asking that. If you saw the film and liked it please 
go to the imdb and rate it (it’s a star rating) and write a user 
comment. It’s easy to register, and free. Other than that; tell 
your friends, rave online, blog — all of that is good for buzz. 

Are you in pre-production on another film? 

No, but we have a frill slate of projects, from the very small to 
the very large, and we’re seeking investors,

Just finished a script for my STEAM WARS film-thafs my 
dream project, and ifs plenty big. Quite a bit different from

Since DRACULA BOOK 2 was never published it would 
have to be assumed that BOOK 1 didn't sell as well as 
expected and it was not worthwhile to publish the second book. 

While warehouse loads of the book aren’t around, a quick 
Internet search should usually turn up a copy for around $30 or 
so. 


While DRACULA really doesn’t lurk within this book it does 
take you back to the early 1970s and is an interesting illustrated 
I book of horror and fantasy!

As her 
director/choreographer pushes her 
beyond the breaking point, Nina slips 
into a deep madness from which 
there is no return. 

Her chilling fantasies are fully 
illustrated on screen. She sees 
herself having a lesbian liaison with a 
colleague she eventually murders: or 
docs she? 

Some may argue that BLACK 
SWAN isn’t a horror film per se. By 
those standards, neither is 
Hitchcock’s PSYCHO or 
VERTIGO. Yet like those two 
masterpieces by Sir Alfred. BLACK 
SWAN let's us peer inside an 
unhinged mind with results that are as terrifying as any monster 
movie. 

Portman, who did a lot of her own dancing, gives the performance of 
a lifetime and deserved her Oscar. Kudos also go to Barbara Hershey 
as her ex-dancer Mom, who may be contributing to her daughter’s 
stale of mind by also pushing her too far. Those who rightfully 
complain that we have too many sequels and remakes and no original 
stories might want to check out the superbly eerie, disturbing and 
unforgettable BLACK SWAN. 

SKYLINE (2010 , Universal) 

SKYLINE stands as living proof that there's no need to spend .$100 
million just to make a movie: this grandly craflecl special effects 
extravaganza cost a measly $10 million, which quickly pul it in the 
black. 

Eric Balfour and Frankie Faison head a cast of less than 10 people. 
They’re .sun drenched Hollywood, living the good life in a high rise 
condo penthouse. 

One night, with no warning at all. 
the aliens come. In a frightening 
sequence, our heroes watch 
thousands of people being sucked 
into a spaceship as though it were a 
vacuum cleaner! 

SKYLINE is a fast paced thriller 
that focuses on a small band of 
people struggling to survive a 
nightmare that leaves them 
blindsided. It's certainly not a 
classic, but it’s a flm thrill ride that 
offers a lot of good scares. 

The CGI special effects are quite 
good. But the real high point is the 
filmmaker’s decision to focus on the 


emotions of a small group of characters: one by one. these close 
friends watch each other die horrible deaths. They come to realize the 
hopelessness of their situation, but they never slop fighting. This 
gives the film a heart and a soul that few films like these have. 

If you like roller coasters, you'll enjoy SKYLINE. 

HEREAFTER (2010, Warner Brothers) 

Film legend Clint Eastwood directed this thoughtful musing on life 
after death as he approached his 80th birthday. Wa.s the star/auteur 
contemplating his own mortality? 

Super star Matt Damon plays George, a psychic who views his gift as 
a curse, and is running away fi'om it. Meanwhile, French joumali.st 
Marie (Cccile De France) who was revived after drowning in a 
tsunami, is having visions of her own. And in London, 10 year old 
Marcus (Frankie and George Me Laren) is trying to reach his recently 
killed identical twin. 

East^A'ood’s film follows all three stories separately, as each of the 
three deals with their own personal experiences with the other side. 
HERE.4FTER is slow and reflective. Except for the opening tsunami 
sequence, there’s a minimal amount 
of special effects. Instead, the 
director focuses his camera on the 
emotions of his characters. Though 
not an “exciting" film, it makes for 
good, emotional drama. 

There are a I'ew brief glimpses of 
those who “crossed over.” These 
shots are eerie, though arc not 
unlike similar sequences from other 
films. They finnly establish that 
our leads have indeed been touched 
by the world to come. 

Damon is quite good as a lonely 
'''bo feels overwhelmed by his 
“gift" and yearns for a nonnal life, 
but the young Me Laren brothers 
steal the show. They’re first seen together, alive and happy, liul 
when Marcus finds himself alone, it's heartbreaking. Scenes where he 
says goodnight to his dead brother’s um, which he keeps at his 
bedside, will no doubt move many to tears. 

MY SOUl TO TAKE (2010, Universal) 

Auteur Wes Craven (NIGHTMARE ON ELM STREET) loses his 
way with this poorly executed chiller. It begins well enough, as a 
schizophrenic dad seemingly murders his entire family. That same 
night, there are seven births in town. 
16 years later, those same seven 
teens celebrate their birthdays by 
choosing one of their number to 
stand against the spirit of the 
Riverton Killer. When Bug (Max 
Thieriot) is chosen, the killings 
begin. 

As with most teen horror Hicks, the 
body count is much higher than it 
needs to be. So many young lives 
arc lost as the story unfolds, it leaves 
the film with a bitter aftertaste. Is 
Bug the killer? Is he the original 
Riverton killer reincarnated? 

About an hour into the 
proceeding.s, many viewers may 
realize that they don’t care. Becau.se 
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at one point, the slury’s action stops moving forward. Instead of thrills 
and chills wc came to see, we get to spend nearly 30 minutes in school 
with Bug and his classmates, watcliing them giggle, flirt, and whisper 
about each other. By the time the story resumes, it’s too late. The 
momentum that had begun from an admittedly scary opening, is lost. 

Thieriot is a line actor, as is .John Magaro. who plays his best friend 
Alex. Alex has a highly abusive home life, which could easily push 
him over the edge. Is he the killer? Or is Bug? Who cares? These 
tw'o rising stars deserve better material.

INFERNO (1980. Blue Underground) 

Italian horrormcister Dario Argento offered this early 80s scare test 
as a follow-up to his ‘^monster" hit SUSPIRIA, Like the earlier film, 
INFERNO features some of the most atmospheric lighting in horror 
film history, INFERNO bathes the 
j screen in glorious color; reds, blues, 
I yellows, giving it a nightmarish 
j storybook quality. It’s visually 
I stunning, and more than makes up the 
I film’s questionable English dubbing. 
The story follows Mark (Dallas’ 
Leigh Me Closkey) from Rome to 
New York. He’s coming home at Ihe 
urging of his sister. Rose (Irene 
Miracle) who's just read an ancient 
book titled THE THREE 
MOTHERS. The three are sisters, 
witches, and Rose believes she’s 
living in one of their homes. 

The cast is adequate. The leads are 

I pleasant enough but certainly nor 
great actors. A scene stealing Alida 
Valli. who was also in SUSPIRI.N. an 
old school actress who knew how lo 
"chew the scenery." makes the strongest impression. 

But it's the film’s stunning visuals that make INFERNO W'orth 
watching — Argento certainly knows how to .set a stage and create 
moods of ever encroaching dread. He also knows how to make his 
audiences scream in their seats: a brief underwater sequence, in which 
Miracle encounters a decomposing corpse, is unforgettable scary!

Mystery specialist Kemper is building quite a canon of fictional 
thrillers featuring real life horror icons. In this, his third such offering, 
a thinly disguised Bela Lugosi (renamed Annand Telsa, Bela’s 
character from 1943’s RETURN OF THE VAMPIRE) has just died. 
Just as Ed Wood is about lo shoot his infamous PLAN 9 FRO.M 
OUTER SPACE. As the '\vorst director of all time" struggles to 
complete his masterpiece, a 
bizarre mystery unfolds. 

This ftm, easy to read novel 
takes actual events from real 
people's lives and combines them 
with fictional occurrences that 
remain within the bounds of the 
public personas these celebrities 
were known for. Pictures are 
included with the authors prose. 
Drawn by Kemper himself, these 
sketches illustrate the action as it 
unfolds. 

Sometimes the proceedings get 
rather naughty; such as an 
amusing sexual liaison between 
Wood and aging goddess Mae 
West. Which never happened of 
course, but don’t we wish it did? 
Kemper’s storytelling can also 
be hilarious. His description of 
the constant state of “arousal" 
Wood lives in due to his penchant 


for ladies undergarments becomes even more humorous as readers 
realize that this was probably true! 

There are poignant moments loo. Flasbacks to Tesla’s (Lugosi) final, 
embittered days as he bemoaned a lost career and a loveless marriage 
arc genuinely sad. Because we all know too well how true to life this 
is. 

There are passages that only a true Mon.ster Kid would understand. 
The novel’s supporting players include best pals Forty Ackerman and 
Ray Bradbury. They're presented exactly as we know them to be: two 
grovm up kids, lo.st in a candy factory of monsters and aliens. Both of 
whom happen to cam a good living pursing their childhood passions. 
It .should happen to us all, sigh

BORIS KARLOFF: MORE THAN A MONSTER 

The Authorised Biography by Stephen Jacobs, 568 pages, 
hardcover, photo illustrated (Tomahawk Press) 

No fiction here. .Authorized by Sara Karloff herself, who provides a 
short, sweet introduction, 
Jacob’s monumental tome 
attempts to tell the entire story 
of William Menr>' Pratt’s 82 
years on a day by day basis. 
He’s done his homework, 
"digging up" many new bits of 
information not only about 
Boris, but about various 
members of his family. 

It’s most impressive to read 
parts of a letter written by one 
of his ex-wives to his brother in 
1948. How in the world did 
Jacobs uncover such a treasure? 
Off-screen. Karloff was 
always a true British 
gentleman, albeit one who 
remained immensely guarded 
about his private life. He often 
misrepresented his own pre- 
stardom past, feeling that his 
life was his own. Jacobs goes 
far beneath the surface, llrsl 
presenting the public history as Karloff wanted it to be known, then 
producing the documents that tell us what really happened. 

Some may view this as a massive invasion of privacy, but not so. 
There are no scandals, no skeletons in the closet. Just the life story of a 
man wc all love. 

It’s a known fact that Karloff spent a number of years barnstorming 
across Canada, appearing in numerous nickel & dime theatre 
companies. The author traces almost every step the actor took during 
that period, finding reviews, program bills, and even a marriage 
certificate from 100 years ago! 

We learn about the sad family dynamics that plagued the Pratt 
household during Karloff s boyhood: an abusive dad and browbeaten 
Mom who died of illnesses that may have been emotionally inflicted. 
Was it his troubled youth that enabled him to inject so much pathos 
into his iconic Monster? Was the Frankenstein Monster a case of a 
lonely, unloved child portraying a lonely unloved child? 

Pans of the book are easy to skim through; we all know the back- 
story of Frankenstein’s 1931 filming and immediate aftermath. Not 
much new to report on that front. It's everything that happened before 
Frankenstein and in the years that followed that make for such a 
fascinating read, 

Jacobs keeps it classy, the book is written in an elegant, respectful 
manner that Dear Boris no doubt would approve of. And Jacobs is 
always careful to acknowledge prior Karloff biographers as Cynthia 
Lindsay and Peter Underwood when he utilizes information tliat came 
from their resources. 

Not the first, and probably not the last biography of Boris Karloff 
that the world will see. But it’s highly unlikely that any of the others 
will be as complete, or as satisfying as BORIS KARI.OFF: MORE

The final DVD I want to plug is called THE UNITED MONSTER 
TALENT AGENCY by Monster Agency Productions. This DVD is a 
creation of make-up wizard Greg Nicotero, 'I'he feature is only 8 
minutes long but there are a lot of extras including a bonus lobby card 
set. This DVD is the hardest of the lot to find so either hit a monster 
show or the Internet to make sure you add this gem to your collection. 

A Daniel Roebuck bobble head? This past April, while I was a guest 
at Dun Roebuck’s house, we went to see the good people at 
Entertainment Barth. They hud completed the Daniel Roebuck Dr. 
Ariz bobble head. It was awesome. 1 ordered one right aw'ay. 

When Dan saw' the LOST bobble head set Entertainment Barth was 
making and noticed that they made a guy holding a cat. Dan W'ondcred 
how he could gel himself made into a bobble head (insert your 
comments here). Dan contacted the coinpany and they rcfciTcd him to 
someone else who was more than delighted that Dan w'anted to be part 
ofthe series and so the magic began, Dan docs not see a penny from 
being a bobble head. He's just happy someone wanted to make a toy 
of him. Isn’tthat what wives are for? 

As mentioned above Taylor White brought back the CREATURE 
FEATURES monster store. Taylor also runs the CREATURE 
FEATURES art show held every October, The last time 1 attended, 
in 2007. it was at the Rick Baker Studios. Tliis year's show will be at 
the mausoleum where PHANT.4SM was filmed. Among the original 
works of art that will be on display and for sale there will probably be 
some GHOSTS. Taylor has opened up the floor to include more 
works of art by Monster Kids. Mask maker Aaron Lewis said he may 
be including some work and Kreature Kid Adam Dougherty may also 
add something. 

Now you need to know about the Kreature Kid. I first met this guy 
two years ago and was amazed. He was just a teenager and already he 
had ma.slered sculpting. Please don't just take my word for it. 

Adam sculpted the ELV1R,4 model kit that Moebius is putting out. 
And contrary to popular belief the Moebuis DR,4CULA kit is not a 
Jeff Yagher kit but an Adam Dougherty kit as well. You see .leffgoi 
involved after Bela Jr. was having problems with how Adam sculpted 
Dracula's head, i’ve seen Adam’s version and Jeffs version. They 
are equally good. Perhaps Bela Jr. w'anted a more recognizable name 
working on his father’s likeness? I asked Adam to make a resin head 
variant for me so I could switch heads occasionally on mv kit. 

Do you remember the action figure of the CRE.4Ti;RE FROM 
THE BLACK LAGOON leaning over Julie Adams from last year? 
This summer you’ll see DR,4CULA and the FRANKENSTEIN 
monster released to accompany the scl that started out with an

Saturday morning started with an episode of JONNY QUEST, 
followed by an hour long SCOOBY DOO movie, and then came THE

I have to tell you that Quisp is the best breakfast cereal to eat when 
watching monster cartoons. 

When 1 was a kid a local station w'ould air a BOWERY BOYS/ 
E.4ST SIDE KIDS comedy movie before the monster movies began. 
That’s why 1 like TCM because they rerun those movies on Saturday 
mornings. I passed on the BOWERY BOYS this time, 

1 went right into w^atching HORROR HOTEL and HOUSE ON 
HAUNTED HILL because they w'crc two of the first monster movies 
I ever watched when 1 fell in with Dr. Shock and his .show. I followed 
them up with two sci-fi classics: THEM! and THE THINf) FROM 
ANOTHER WORLD. 

Sundays were alway.s reserved for westerns and war movies and once 
in a while a sports program. I don’t remember watching monster 
movies on Sundays except for on: HORROR EXPRESS. It seems 
the only time I ever saw this movie was on Sundays so I did watch it 
on Sunday and spent the rest of the day with Roy Rogers. 

So it can be done. Plan ahead and make your own version of the TV 
guide. GHOSTS.

s many of you have found out, this column has been the only 
place to find concise, accurate news about your favorite classic 
monsters and the people who portrayed them in film. 

I am about to tell you more and I owe Stooge Moc Howard 
for the information. No, Moe’s ghost did not appear to me. 
GHOSTS. His autobiography did. 

In Moe’s book he takes the time to explain some issues he felt 
strongly about. Those explanations helped me to understand why 
Vincent Price. Boris Karloff, and other horror stars seemed to be 
everywhere on television and in the movies during the 1960s and 
1970s, 

It all come.s down to residuals. You sec residuals are a bonus 
payment to actors for their work. Often they come in quarterly 
payments, sometimes mure often. They are paid to an actor whenever 
a movie or TV show is aired somewhere around the world featuring 
the actor. Mike Gilks fondly talks about how Zachcrlcy frequently 
gets checks for a lew cents every lime the episode of SATURDAY 
NIGHT LIVE that he appeared in is rerun somewhere. 

Over lime those residuals get smaller but they do continue and help 
actors no longer working in their old age and trying to exist on social 
secunty. In other words, actors depend upon them. 

When movies began being released to television the studios realized 
that they had to make more residual payments to actors than when the 
movies were only occasionally rerun in a theater somewhere. In the 
early 1960s Ronald Regan was president of the Screen Actors (mild 
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and he cut a deal with the studios that they did not have to 
pay residuals on anything made before 1960. This was an 
unprecedented move that hurl a lot of older celebrities as 
well as many retired ones. 

Bob Bums told me the story of how he and his wife 
befriended the comedian Stan Laurel and his wife in their 
old age. They were almost penniless living on meager 
social security income which was not much because Stan’s 
highest earning years were before social security was 
created. Stan had sold the rights to Laurel and Hardy 
believing they were w'orthless and needing the small sum to 
pay necessary bills. It was very sad. 

And so Moe Howard had to go back to work, lie and Lairv 
Fine started THE THREE STOOGES again just so they 
could have something for their old age. 

Yes, we heard the stories of how Boris loved to act but 
there was more to acting than just wanting to work. It was 
the need to work that kept him going. 

Actors today arc better prepared with retirement accounts 
and better worded contracts but now' they are suffering from 
technology. They still get residual payments but w'ith On 
Demand features and instant downloads, there is no accurate 
way to determine how many times a particular movie was 
view'ed so they do not receive a residual check for such 
viewings. Thai’s why I tiy to buy a DVD of the movie 
rather than download it. By purchasing the DVD the actors 
are at lca.st getting something.

The latest DVD releases from major studios and smaller independent studios

surge of some new titles on DVD (and Bin Ray) are bursting 
out of the coflln this time around. 

Word from distributors is that Blu Ray is a tough sell after 
people have just gotten over converting their VMS to DVD. A 
new technique being implemented by companies is packaging new 
releases in double packs (duplicate DVD and Blu Ray discs). This 
way they can get Blu Ray discs into the hands of DVD collectors in 
hopes of eventually converting the DVD crowd. The Blu Ray disc do 
look great, but great enough to totally sell the serious collector that has 
invested in hundreds of DVDs? It's subjective and up to everyone’s 
personal checks and balances. 

Most classic horror and sci-fi collectors are just that by definition, 
collectors. While downloads are the next step.. .it’s going to be a much 
harder sell to collectors to totally convert in that direction. A VHS 
movement is also afoot amongst serious collectors. Box art or a retro 
unplugged leel is driving that. I have a customer at CREEPY 
CLASSICS that makes appointments to come over and inspect VHS 
shrink wrap, to make sure its original shrink and that the VHS boxes 


are in perfect condition. i 

We collectors are quite the niche. Small 
niche, but a heartfelt and loyal one, if 
eccentric.

This was 
filmed after his scenes fro PL.‘\N 9 FROM OUTER SPACE were 
shot. So sad about actress Yvette Vikers. She was found dead after 
almost a year. She is the blonde bombshell that wc saw in .4TTACK 
OF THE 50 FOOT WOMAN as the “Other Woman” and in 
ATTACK OF THE GIANT LEECHES She was from a family of 
entertainers and passed away in her Beverly Hills home. We hosted 
her at the MONSTER BASH CONFERENCE a few years back and 
she was a treat and on the “to invite back” list as she was so joyful to 
work with and to each and every fan she met. She’ll be missed 
greatly, by many. You can find interviews with her on the 
MONSTER BASH 2006 Highlights DVD and the newly released 
CULT MOVIES TV DVD from Alpha.
